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| DOMESTIC. 
United States Senate. 
W ashington, June 16th.—The bank char­ 
ters extension bill was read for the first time 
upon committee amendments. 
The proviso inserted by the Senate com­ 
mittee to exempt national banks from attach­ 
ments and injunctions by a State Court was 
objected to by Vest, who said he could see no 
reason for the exemption. 
Allison, in charge of the bill, explained 
that the extending law gives the United States 
Courts sole jurisdiction in relation to these 
banks. The House had inserted a provision 
giving the State Courts jurisdiction. The 
Senate committee had merely inserted in 
this provision a proviso that had existed in 
the national banking law since its creation. 
Sherman said the bringing of suits against 
banks in State Courts was not interfered 
with, but merely the issue of an arbitrary 
process against a failing bank, for which the 
national banking law points out a different 
mode of procedure. 
Vest replied that the different mode ap­ 
plied only to cases of bankruptcy. The 
House, in obedience to a popular demand, 
had adopted the principle that a national 
bank is not an institution foreign to the State 
and its people. 
Jones of Louisiana, controverting the 
statement that the purpose of writs of in­ 
junction, as app'ied to a national bank, is 
merely to marshal or protect the assets, 
stated that in nine out of ten cases it 
was used as a means of defense to prevent 
some illegal or tortuous act. He moved to 
strike out the word “ injunctions” from the 
exemption proprsed. Agreed to. 
The committee amendment was voted 
down—ayes 24, noes 27. 
The affirmative vote was wholly Republi­ 
can. The Democrats voted ncy and were 
reinforced by Dawes. Miller of California and 
Mitchell. Davis of Illinois and Mahone 
voted aye. 
The bill was proceeded with np to the sixth 
section, providing that all notes of existing 
banks now in circulation shall be returned, 
destroyed or canceled, and new notes, bear­ 
ing different dates and descriptions, be sub­ 
stituted for them, as they come in and are re­ 
deemed. 
This section, as pausad by the House, pro­ 
vided that whenever the cld circulation was 
reduced to five per cent, of the capital stock 
of the bank-*, the banks should deposit law­ 
ful money for that {.mount. 
Allison said it w a s the opinion of the 
Finance Committee that a bank intending to 
evade this preposition could very easily do so 
by laying aside a portion of its circulation, 
and not taking new circulation for old; there­ 
fore they were unanimous that the per cent, 
provision was unwise. All tha members, 
however, had agreed to the general proposi­ 
tion of circulation. They believed that some 
three years would elapse before the great 
body of these notes would come in under the 
ordinary process of redemption, and had in­ 
serted a three year period as securing the 
necessary time. 
Bsck offered an amendment to require the 
banks, at the end of one year instead of three, 
to deposit lawful money fdr whatever por­ 
tion of old notes may not be in bv that time. 
Allison objected that this would necessarily 
involve a large contraction of the volume of 
paper money. It was possible that after 
authorizing the banks to put into the treasury 
lawful money for their circulation, and hav­ 
ing thus caused the withdrawal of the legal- 
tender notes now part of the circulating 
medium, the Government would be con­ 
fronted with a large contraction within the 
next six or nine months, perhaps to the 
amount of $70,000,000. The committee had 
in every amendment made provision bills to 
guard against this. 
The amendment was rejected—23 to 34. 
After a short executive session, the Senate 
adjourned. 
House or R epresentative*. 
W ashington, June 16>h. — The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
river and harbor appropriation bill. 
There was no interest in the proceedings 
for several hours, aud the amendments were 
all voted dowo. 
The clause appropriating $350,000 for the 
improvement of the Ohio river caused a 
long discussion, but it was agreed to. 
Springer of Illinois moved to strike out 
the paragraph appropriating $300,000 for 
reservoirs at the headwaters of the Missis­ 
sippi river, and argued that they were works 
of local and not Federal importance. 
Fending action the committee rose. 
Blackburn of Kentucky, from the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations, reported back the 
Military Academy appropriation bill, with 
the Senate amendments, recommending con­ 
currence in some and non-concurrence in 
others of these amendments. 
The report was agreed to. 
Hiscock of New York, Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, reported a 
joint resolution appropriating $33,000 to con­ 
tinue the work of scientific observation aud 
exploration near the shores of Lady Frank­ 
lin Bay and at Point Barrow, Alaska. 
Passed. 
Recess. 
A Senator Loses III* Tem per. 
N ew Y ork , June 10th.—The Tribune's 
Washington special has the following on the 
interview betweon the Postmaster-General, 
Senator Van Wyck and Teller yesterday : 
When the Postmaster-General had con­ 
cluded his catechism. Senator Van Wyck 
turned upon his questioner and said : “ This 
accounts for the delay, does it ? I want to 
know if you intend me to understand that 
because I vote according to my convictions in 
the Senate, my suggestions are to be unheeded 
by this Administration? Is that what you 
mean ? It it is, tell me so plainly and I will 
never darken your doors again. I want to 
know the fact, so that it may be known to 
my constituents that simply because of my 
vote3 in the Senate thtir representativa n to 
be denied all ii flueuce in the Departments 
under this Administration.” 
“ Why,” interposed Teller, “ that’s what 
Hayes did for me, because I didn’t support 
his nomination.” 
“ And,” shouted the now indignant Senator 
Van Wyck. “you c died him a dirty sneakiog 
loafer for it, didn't you? That’s what my 
opinion of this Administration is, if this is a 
specimen of iN polity. How is it with your 
department?” (Addressing himself to Teller.) 
“ I want to know all ab »ut this thing. We 
are interested in a few Land Offices in our 
State A m ito come and see you, or stay 
away ?” 
Teller, who wa* leaving the room, rej fined : 
“ Oh, come over anl see about them , by all 
mean?.” 
Turning acain to the Postmaster-General, 
the irate Senator c*r4inu?d: “ So you keep 
spies upon us, do you ? and you take the word 
of sneaks who violate their oath, and come 
here to lia about me ? That’s another reason 
why I want the executive session abolished. 
I tell you there is l o need of any spies upon 
me. All I do is open aud above board, and 
you may know all about it by asking me.” 
With this the Senator bade the Postmaster- 
General good-morning, and departed. 
Fontal Matters. 
W ashington. June 10 h.—A Postcffice 
has been established at Calico, San Bernar­ 
dino county. 
The Postmaster-General has directed that 
the service on the route from Santa Ana to 
San Diego be curtailed, to end at San Luis 
Key, and the curtailed service to begin at 
National City.

The Tariff and I tab L’om nils«lon§. 
W ash ing to n, June 16th.—The President 
has nominated Alex. K. Boulder of West 
Virginia and Wm. H. McMahon, to fill the 
vacancies of the Tariff Commbsioners. He 
has also nominated ex-Senator Alex. Ramsey 
of Minnesota, ex-Senator Padd >ck of Ne­ 
braska, J. F. Godfrey of Iowa, Ambrose B. 
Carlton of Indiana, and James It. Pettigrew 
of Arkansas, to constitute the Utah Commis­ 
sion.Ex-Senators Ramsey and Paddock had no 
prospect of re-entering public life in their re­ 
spective States, and they are well provided 
for. The salary of the Com miss ioners is 
$5,000 each, and the job will last nntil Utah 
is admitted as a State. Goodrey, the third 
Republican member of the Commission, is 
said to be a well informed lawyer and a com­ 
petent map. Carlton and Pettigrew are the 
Democratic members of the Commission. 


The former is a Terre Haute lawyer, who 
was formerly a partner of Daniel Voorhees, 
and the latter is at present Journal Clerk in 
the Senate. Pettigrew was backed for the 
place by Senators Walker and Garland. He 
is by profession a lawyer, and has served his 
term as a country newspaper editor. 
Ro*ecrnn* R eceives Another Facer from 
G eneral Stager. 
Chicago, June 16th.—General Stager again 
denies having ever said to Colonel Darr what 
RosecranB said Darr reported to him. Stager 
says the fact is that the four men who were 
present at the Stanton interview are all dead 
except himself. His recollection of the inter­ 
view is very clear, and Garfield made use of 
no such expressions as he has been accused of. 
Stager also remembers clearly what he said to 
Darr at West Point. It was in substance 
that Rjsecrana’ attack on Garfield in San 
Francisco was a most graceless and base one, 
because Garfield had been a warm and con­ 
sistent friend of Rosecrans ; that he had often 
spoken in the highest terras of Rosy, and that 
he had in Congress delivered the only eulogy 
upon Rosecrans that was ever spoken, and 
that in his opinion it was far too glowing. 
Stager remarks that as he had just been ap­ 
pointed by Garfield as visitor to West Point, 
it is not probable that he would improve the 
first opportunity to make an open attack on 
Garfield, for whom he had always had the 
warmest admiration and friendship, and 
especially to a man (Colonel Darr) whom he 
knew to be a devoted partisan of General 
Rosecrans. 
G nlteau In J ail. 
W ashington, June 16tb.—The United 
States jail physician said Guiteau this morn­ 
ing was resting quietly on his bed. Recently 
he has been indulging in fruit to that extent 
that he has becomed peaked. It had been 
the desire cf the doctor that he should par­ 
take largely of meats, that be might become 
strengthened physically, and thereby encour­ 
aged. The doctor deems him a great coward, 
who will show the white feather when the 
time comes for his execution. Guiteau at 
this time could be intrusted with a revolver 
and would not kill himself, nor by any 
method which cost him pain. It he could 
obtain poison that he knew would carry him 
c-ff without suffering, he would take it, and it 
was therefore deemed well to watch the cell 
he left in the morning and the one he left in 
the evening, lest through some means he 
might secrete something of the kind, cr have 
scute other unknown means in his possession 
to uee at the last hour. His ex-wife, Mrs. 
Dunmire, has sent Mrs. Scoville, at Chicago, 
authority to sign her name to the paper ask­ 
ing an ex*ension of time for Guiteau. She 
accompanies this permission with a letter full 
of forgiveness and regret for Guiteau’a plight. 
The L iber Difficulty. 
C ohoes (N . Y.), June 16ih.—One hundred 
and fifty women operatives, inmates of the 
Harmony Mills boarding-house, have been 
notified to seek other quarters at the expira­ 
tion of the time secured by rents paid in ad­ 
vance. Notices will also be served of eject­ 
ment on those occupying the company tene­ 
ment houses. The operatives’ appeals for aid 
continue to meet with a generous response. 
Provisions are distributed Mondays and 
Fridays, and money is disbursed at all times 
where needed. Quiet prevails. 
I rondale (111.), June 16th. — President 
Jarrettdid not arrive this morning as ex­ 
pected. The strike continues. The Calumet 
Iron and Steel Company is putting up a nine- 
foot fence around the works, and may resume 
with non-Union men. 
C leveland, June 16tb.—To-morrow will 
be pay-day, but only $40,000 will be paid out 
—a net loss for the month of $160,000 to the 
strikers. 
P ittsbcbg, June 16th.—Great preparations 
are being made for a labor demonstration to­ 
morrow.

Ex-Governor D enison. 
C lev ela n d, June 16th. — Ex-Governor 
William Denison, whose death occurred yes­ 
terday, was known as the war Governor of 
Ohio. He was Governor of Ohio from 1860 
to 1862, Postmaster-General under Lincoln 
and Johnson, and prominent in other public 
positions. He was President of the Conven­ 
tion which nominated Lincoln and Johnson, 
a candidate for nomination for Vics-President 
against Wilson in 1872, and for Senator when 
Garfield was chosen in 1882. 
C o lum bcs, June 16th.—The public offices 
will be closed to-morrow in respect to the 
memory of ex-Gavernor Denison. 
Encouraging Crop Reports. 
St. L o u is, June 16th. — Reports fiom 
southern and central Missouri, southern Illi­ 
nois and Kansas, state that the warm weather 
of the past week had a marvelous effect on 
the crops, ripening the wheat and bringing 
corn forward in a marked degree.

The Times' correspondent at Alexandria 
telegraphs that 10,000 persons are supposed 
to have left there thus far, leaving many ser­ 
vants and workmen without employment. 
The Custom-house has been closed. The 
Postmaster doubts his ability to continue the 
postal service, owing to the probable fright 
of employes. 
The engineer at Atfib, the junction of the 
Mahmonich Canal with the Nile, has threat­ 
ened to quit work, which action might im* 
peril the water supply. 
A dispatch from Constantinople states that 
the Porte has been assured that the confer­ 
ence will be strictly confined to a discussion 
of the Egyptian question. 
Spain considers that she should be repre­ 
sented at the conference, as the Suez Canal 
is the shortest route to her eastern pos< 
sessions. 
AMERICANS AMONG THE FUGITIVES. 
N ew Y ork, June 16th.—The Herald's 
Alexandria special says : Matters are no bet­ 
ter. The alarm is spreading to the villages. 
All trains from the interior are crowded. 
Every ship in the harbor is crowded. The 
Briti&h Admiral ha9 chartered special steam­ 
ers sent for transports. 
Captain Botoheler, of the American ship 
Galena, is assisting all the fugitives of un­ 
protected nationalities. 
He has ordered 
Vice-Consul Comanoa to advise all the Amer­ 
icans to come on board, and has chartered the 
bark Savona expressly to afford more accom­ 
modations. Judge Farman and Judge Bar­ 
ringer and wife are offered all needful pro­ 
tection. 
The American Government should send a 
special Consul-General to Egypt. 
Our Cairo correspondent wires that there 
is a fearful panic there, which Arabi Bey is 
doing all he can to calm. 
Last night a European stabbed an Arab 
ivory merchant. There was a great excite 
ment, but the soldiers prevented a riot. 
The American Government should send a 
ship to Ismalia to succor the Cairo fugitives 
Mattero throughout the country are most 
alarming. Tewtik Pasha and Dervisch Pasha 
are powerless. 
There is an universal expression of praise 
of the Galena for the succor rendered to 
fugitives. It would be a mistake to remove 
this popular Bhip from Europe at the present 
moment. 
The British subjects have been ordered to 
quit the city instantly. 
The Governor of Alexandria is holding an 
inquiry into the lsst massacre. Evidence is 
difficult to obtain. 
The English Admiral has buoyed the cable, 
and the telegraph ship Cheltern lias been 
ordered here for service in case the cable is cut 
on shore. 
UNITED STATES STEAMSHIPS ON THE WAY. 
G ibraltar, June 16;h.—Rear Admiral 
Nicholson, with the United States steamers 
Lancaster and Quinnebaug, arrived here and 
will proceed to Alexandria immediately. 
AN OBSTACLE TO PEACE. 
A lexandria, June 16th.—Dervisch Pasha 
has sent a telegram to the Porte, declaring 
that the presence of the British and French 
squadrons at Alexandria is an obstacle to the 
restoration of order. 
Praetlrally a Political R evolution. 
St. P etersburg, June lGih.—Count Tol­ 
stoi have refused to assume the responsibility 
of the direction of the police, the depart­ 
ment will be divided into sections, aud a 
Ministry of Police will be created. This 
will virtually be a revival of the detested 
Third Section under another name. General 
Treparfen will probably be placed at the 
head of the new Ministry. 
General Ignatiirff'a parting interview with 
the Emperor was very cordial. “ Sire,” eaid 
Ignatietf, “ a year ago I told you that at the 
first rign of distrust I would r^hign. I am 
about to keep my word.” The Emperor pro­ 
tested and declared that he had no distrust of 
the General, and hoped that the personal re­ 
lations between them would continue friendly. 
On Ignatietf leaving he accompanied him to 
the door, and even insisted on his seeing the 
Empress, though, in consequence of her near 
approach to confinement, she had given up 
receiving visitors. 
Ignatieff’u departure leaves all power in the 
hands of a quartet composed of Oatrowsky, 
Minister of Domain ; Delanoff, Minister of 
Public Instruction ; Tolstoi, Minister of the 
Interior, who all three have been connected 
with the Moscow Gazette, and lastly, M. 
Kattleff, director of that organ. Sobedo- 
Boatzeft and Trepoff cannot fail to exercise 
considerable influence. Should Trepoff de­ 
cline the Ministry of Police, it will no doukt 
be offered to General Tchercvine. These ap­ 
pointments show plainly the retrograde in­ 
tention of the Russian Government. General 
Ignatietf s project of instituting a kind of 
Council General all over the country, under 
the name of tiemski Seahort and thus making 
a bold step toward the introduction of Parli­ 
amentary representation, will have little 
chance of realization for a long time to come. 
Tne change in the Ministry continues to 
occupy the public mind. Its suddenness sur­ 
prises every one, but more especially General 
Ignati If himself, who at noon Sunday was 
ignorant that the decree and name of his suc­ 
cessor would appear the next day. The gen­ 
eral opinion to-day ia that the Jews will gain 
nothing by the change, but must quit the 
country. An energetic Minister ia replaced 
by one who ia equally detested, and one who 
when be left office two yean ago 
not fif- 


te n partisans ia the Empire. The Gol os 
pabiisheB an artiole against General Ignatieff, 
and says his year of power is a year lost for 
the Empire. Count WoronzofPs organ, Das 
Ekoffs. demands that the new Minister shall 
f. rmulate a programme. The Journal de St. 
Petersburg, which is snbventioned by Count 
Tolstoi, cannot oonceal its jcy; but, however, 
says nothing against General Ignatietf. The 
Norvie Yremya, General Ignatieff’s organ, 
says that Russia will soon feel his loss, but 
admits that the new Minister, like the old, is 
a friend to the Government. All the jour­ 
nals that expressed their joy when Coun- 
Tolstoi two years ago retired are alarmed, and 
feel their existence menaced. The Golos, in 
particular, ij doomed. In a word, uneasiness 
is general.

W f.ioiitof tiik Human Brain —Lately 
M. Paul Topinard has re v ie w e d the re­ 
searches of Broca regarding the weight of 
the brain in the human species. The fig­ 
ures obtained by Broca aod the anther ap­ 
pear to indicate that excessive weight is no 
prima facie evidence of great intellectual­ 
ity. Even the ponderous brain of Cnvier, 
which weighed 1,820 grammes, is consid­ 
ered to be tine in no small degree to the 
well attested presence of hydrocephalus 
during the infancy of the great naturalist. 
The mean weight of the brain of men is 
1,325 grammes, and of women 1,142 
grammes, the greatest weight among the 
former being attained generally between 
the ages of 30 and 35, and among the lat­ 
ter at a somewhat earlier period. After the 
age of 55 the diminution ia very rapid, 
and the loss at the age of SO reaches 
from 100 to 250 grammes. These figures, 
however, must be accepted with great 
caution. 
Most of the observations were 
made on the heads of persons who had 
died in hospitals and who were presumably 
more or less affected with brain disease. 
There are no existing tables determining 
the difference of the weight of the brain 
among mentally sound parsons belonging 
to the two distinct classes of those en­ 
gaged in intellectual pursuits and those 
who obtain a living by manual labor.

Of ail mechau- 
ical means of modifying the physical char­ 
acter and the general productiveness of the 
soil, drainage deserves the first considera­ 
tion. 
Even soil8 which appear to have 
sufficient natural drainage alm ost always 
respond generously to even im perfect arti­ 
ficial system s of drainage. 
Soils whose 
surfaces dry quickly after a raiu are not 
always dry to a sufficient depth to allow of 
profitable cultivation. 
A small am ount cf 
tim e and money spent in openiog trenches 
and laying drains w ould be well repaid 
each year for as long as the drains were 
kept open. 
There is a t a variable distance 
beneath the surface of m ost soils a stratum 
of hardpan which acts as a check to the 
fu rth er descent of the soil w ater. 
This 
seam of hardpan does not always run par­ 
allel to the surface of the ground, but on 
hillsides often ju ts out, and is made appa­ 
ren t by the escape of little stream s of wa­ 
ter, and which continue to flow as long as 
the earth above has any liquid w ater to be 
drained off. 
W hen a soil is saturated with 
w ater, as after a heavy rain, the w ater 
im m ediately begins to run off through 
the 
subsoil 
and 
along 
the 
hardpan 
until 
some 
m eans 
of 
egress 
is 
found. 
If we suppose th a t the hardpan 
is parallel or nearly so w ith the surface, 
the tem porary w ater Hlo—the line corre­ 
sponding to the surface of the liquid water 
of the soil a t aoy given tim e—would not 
fall w ith the same rate of descent all along 
the line at the saíne tim e. The water would 
begin to run off at th e edges first, and it 
would be some tn m ,' specially if the drain 
age w as poor,' ef re tfe w ater a t the middle 
of the line would descend. 
As the drain 
age proceeded the tendency of the tem ­ 
porary w ater line would be to approxim ate 
to, and finally to correspond w ith the sur­ 
face of the hardpan. 
T he w ater does not 
sink into the soil sim ultaneously all along 
tha line, b ut instead, th e different parts of 
the soil are drained successively according 
to their distanoe from the drains, so that, 
even if a soil be very porous, unless the 
subsoil be too perm eable to liquid water, in 
which case the soil becomes leacby and un­ 
fit for cultivation, the escape of the water 
m ay be rendered m uch more rapid by 
opening parallel drains through the soil. 
The effect of these w ill, of course, depend 
npon the distance ap art, their depth, and 
th e nature of the soiL 
THIS ACTION OP DKAISS 
U pou soils may be sum m ed up under these 
five beads .1 . I t relieves the soil of excess 
of m oisture. 
2. I t deepens the soil. 
3. I t 
causes the w ater to percolate through the 
soil, instead of liiw ing over it. 
4. I t in­ 
creases the tillibility of the soil. 
5. I t is 
conducive to the general health of the com­ 
m unity. 
1 In relit vicg the soil of its 
excess of m oisture the good effects are not 
confined to tbe tim e g ainel in plantiog 
and tbe labor saved in cultivation 
The 
departure of the w ater is followed by a 
rapid rise in the w arm th of the soil, and 
the acquiring of those physical chemical 
conditions needfal to germ ination. 
W e 
have seen th a t soils covered w ith visible 
w ater are invariably cold, and unfit for 
plant nourishm ent. 
Also, th a t the cold­ 
ness was cansed by th e difficulty w ith 
which w ater absorbs heat, and by the great 
am ount of heat rendered laten t or neutral­ 
ized by the conversion of liquid w ater into 
vapor during evaporation. 
By tbe first 
action of drains, th ru , th e surplus w ater is 
removed ; the soil is allowed to become 
warm ; 
tim e is gained in tbe planting 
of crops ; and the form ation of a crust 
upon 
the 
surface 
soil is largely pre­ 
vented. 
2. 
U nder 
drainage 
deepens 
the soiL 
I t w ill be rem em bered th a t in 
speaking of soil and subsoil we defined the 
distinction betw een them to be th a t the 
one contains decayed vegetable m atter or 
hum as, while the other does not. 
By 
actual observation ith as been found th a t the 
depth of th e dividing line betw een the soil 
and the snbsoil descends as the drainage 
im proves ; and th a t in shallow soils deep 
under-drainage is often followed by an iu- 
crease of six inches or more in the depth 
of the soil. 
The w ater flowing through 
the soil m echanically divides m any of the 
soil particles and leaves the surface soil iu 
a friable and porous coaditior. 
The plant 
ro o ts easily penetrate to the depth of the 
drainage level, and th u s have access to a 
greatly increased supply of plant food. 
This virtual deepening of the soil is fol­ 
lowed by all of the benefits which would 
succeed the applies! ion of artificial manures, 
and which would be lim ited only by the 
composition of tho subsoil. 
M ost farmers, 
especially in California, plow shallow ; and 
b u t few cultivate as deep as w ould be con­ 
sistent w ith the benefits to be derived. 
W here the land is im perfectly drained the 
plant roots can hardly penetrate below the 
line of cultivation ; b u t were 
THE SOIL LOOSENED UP 
A nd rendered accessible to tbe rootlets, the 
benefits would be alm ost identical with 
those which w ould accrue from a deeper 
plowing. 
W ith the deepening of the soil 
comes increased available plant food, de­ 
crease of the am onut of requisite cultiva­ 
tion, greater resistance to drought, less de­ 
pendence on the peculiarities of the seasor, 
and hence greater average productiveness. 
Tnese resulis alone would w arrant a m an 
in bpending ono or two years’ rove; ue in 
providing a goo.l.sys’em of um ler-nrainage 
for the “ theater of his labors.” 
3. By 
causing the w ater to filter through instead 
of allowing it to run over the soil, the 
soluble salts which are held in solution arc 
fixed in the soil, and the nutritive ones m >st- 
ly secured for the futrne use of plants. W e 
know th a t the Boil possesses the power of 
fixing solid m atter from the liquids perco­ 
lating through if, and th a t this is a very 
im portant source of plant food. 
I t is a 
curious fact, th at if a solution be allowed 
to filter through a soil, it w ill contain dif­ 
ferent salts in eolution after it ha3 passed 
through—th a t is, eome the bases a rd acids 
Lave been fixed by and retained iu the soil, 
while th eir places in the solution have 
be □ 
taken 
by 
m aterials 
previously 
existing 
in 
the 
soil. 
I t 
has been 
fon d 
by 
experim ent th a t 
phosphoric 
acid and potash are very easily fixed iu the 
euil, and th a t there is, therefore, little 
danger of this being washed away and 
lest. 
The nitrates, however, are of all 
suits the m ost generally soluble in w ater, 
and they also pass inore readily through 
the soil than most oth er nu tritiv e sub­ 
stances. 
This accounts for the fact th a t 
an excessive application of nitrates will 
give no im proved results over a m uch 
sm aller application. 
The surplus not used 
during the first season by tiie crop is al­ 
m ost invariably washed 
out of 
reach 
of the succeeding y ear’s crop. 
T here­ 
fore, nitrates, the m ost co3tly of artificial 
fertilizers, should never be used except in 
quantities as needed by the same y ear’s 
crop, as all not taken up by th a t crop will 
be perm anently lost. 
L m e salts arc also 
quite easily soluble in carbonated w ater, and 
are therefore generally washed to some d is­ 
tance into the snbsoil. 
I t is an estab ­ 
lished fact th a t subsoils generally contain 
more lim e than do the surface soils. 
This 
is owing directly to the Bolubility of lime 
salts. 
They are, however, not generally 
washed bodily away, b u t are only accum u­ 
lated in tho subsoil. 
W here it has been 
the practice of 


PLOWING SHALLOW 
I t has often been found th a t when the p er­ 
centage of lime in the soil has become too 
sm all it is only necessary to plow from 
threo to five inches in order to bring np a 
tem porarily abundant supply of it from 
tho subsoil, where it had been accum ulat­ 
ing during the tim e th a t it was decreasing 
in the soil proper. 
The under-drainage, in 
causing a downward flow of w ater, causes 
the alkali of tbe soil to be carried down 
into the subsoil and deposited out of reach 
of 
the rising capillary w ater. 
Hence, 
under-drainage is ono of the remedies for 
alkali boíIb. 
M uch is gained in the long 
run from under-drainage by preventing the 


washing which continually takes place on 
the surface of undraioed land. 
The w ater 
11 iwing over such Boils carries the finer and 
best m aterials cf the soil m atter w ith it, 
only to deposit them iu some gulch and out 
of the reach oi m an for generations to 
eome. 
In our Californian valleys we do 
n it notice this wash, but one need only to 
glance at tho hillsides to see th e gullies 
and gulches which have been worn by the 
descending waters. 
Often we see who'.e 
hillsides th a t are denuded of soil, present­ 
ing only a w hite and barren aspect, and in 
the spuug hardly furnishing crass for the 
wild game for a few weeks. 
In the 
older 
States, 
and 
especially 
in 
the 
hilly sections of the South, 
tho most 
deplorable 
results 
have 
followed 
the 
combined actions of the w ater and the 
shiftlessncss of the planter. The soils were 
plowed as shallow as possible and often up 
and down hill, so th a t the scouring effects 
were doubly disastrous. 
By a few yearB 
of such practices the soils of the hillside 
have been transferred to the lowlands be­ 
low, which were surfeited w ith alluvium , 
while the hillsides were left as unpro­ 
ductive of vegetation as a granite quarry. 
4. The general tillibility of a soil is im m e­ 
diately unproved by under-drainage, and 
it increases w ith tim e until the maximum 
degree of tilth has been secured. 
The 
water, passing through the soil, exerts a 
pulverizing and disintegrating effect upon 
the soil particles, an 1 is thus continually 
adding to the resources of the Boil. 
In the 
absence of water, roots penetrate as far as 
the physical character of the soil will al­ 
low, and in th eir ram ifications and final 
decay benefit the soil to a degree corre­ 
sponding to the tilth of the soil. 
One 
would hardly expect th a t extrem ely liea-y 
clay soils would be benefited by under­ 
drainage, for such soils oftcu retain water 
in hollows in their surfaces until it is re­ 
moved by evaporation. 
B ut oven such 
soils, when system atically drained, will, in 
two or ttre e seasons, become pervious to 
the water, finely divided, and m echanically 
alm ost as light as alluvial soils. 
The ef­ 
fects are, of course, not im m ediate, but 
they begin at once and continue uuinter- 
ruptedly uutil every foot of soil 
BETWEEN THE DRAINS 
H as lost its adhesiveness and plasticity, 
and has become easily perm eable to liquid 
water. 
Clay soils, when once drained, are 
effectively im proved as long as the drains 
operate ; and as they are, of all soils, the 
most enduring and productive, they will 
bast repay the heavy expense attending 
thorough and scientific drainage. 
Drain­ 
age, limiog, and perseverance will subju­ 
gate the moat refractory of clay soils, acd 
in the end will am ply repay any reasonable 
expenses. 
5. Iu addition to tbe pecuniary 
benefits arising from drainage, the effect 
npon health m ust not 
be 
overlooked. 
*’Stagnant water breeds disease,” is an old 
proverb, and the tru th of which cannot be 
contradicted. 
The germs of disease can 
only bo produced in still w ater th a t has 
been exposed for some tim e to tbe sun and 
air. 
Even 
now 
th e 
people 
of 
the 
inundated 
M ississippi 
bottom s 
are 
suffering 
from 
the 
m alaria 
ac- 
oompan, ing 
tho 
evaporation 
of 
the 
stagnant w ater left by the spring floods. 
During th e high w ater the call of the 
unfortunate inhabitants was for succor 
from drow ning and sta rv atio n ; now it is 
to be relieved from tbe miasma of the d ry­ 
ing and filthy w ater pools. 
T hey were 
supplied with bread, b u t the G ivernm- nt 
is powerless to supply them w ith health. 
Localities in our own á ta te arc known as 
fever-and-ague d istric ts; 
and if anyone 
will tak9 the trouble to inquire, they will 
be found to be tule and swamp lands, and 
those sections of the valleys whose occu­ 
pants are either unable or too im provident 
to provide drains for the carrying off of 
the w ater and the abatem ent of tbe source 
of m alaria. 
The increased m alaria of the 
Sacram ento valley can be traced directly 
to the obstruction of the natural drainage 
by the debris sent down from the hydraulic 
mines. 
WE MAT SUM UP 
The m ost im portant effects of under-drain­ 
age as follows : 
I t removes the surface 
w ater of the soil, thus hindering the form a­ 
tion of a crust over it surface ; it allows 
the soil to become warm , and hence facili­ 
tates early planting ; it deepens the soil, 
and by so doing makes available more plant 
food; it increases the resistance to d ro u g h t; 
renders less cultivation necessary ; lessens 
the dependence on the peculiarities of the 
season ; it insures greater productiveness, 
and exerts a very beneficial effect upon the 
general health of the residents. 
By caus­ 
ing the w ater to flow through the eoil the 
inorganic nutritive m atters washed from 
the atm osphere by the rain-w ater are 
i largely fixed and retained in the soil for 
I the use of the ensuing year’s crop. 
The 
washing away of the substance of the soil 
is prevented, and th e tillibility of the 
soil is perm anently im proved. 
Drainage 
may be tru ly regarded aa the balance in 
the scale which decides w hether or no we 
will be subject to ague or other m iasm atic 
affections, and as such alcno deserves the 
prom pt att-.nt'on of every property-ow ner 
in the com m unity. Of the various methods 
and m aterials used in system atic drainage 
and of th e details of laying drains we shall 
not attem pt to speak. 
It ono knows no 
other way, im proved results w ill be ob­ 
tained by opening furrows w ith a plow ; 
b u t the energetic and thorough man may 
find a fruitful source of m aterial in the 
drainage aud irrigation tile, which are now 
so cheaply m anufactured even in Califor­ 
nia.

A t the rec.-nt S anitary Convention at 
Arbor, Mich , Dr. O'. L. Lundy, of Detroit, 
read a paper on “ Hygiene in Belation to 
the E ye,” which ehculd have tha widest 
circulation, especially among teachers and 
school officers. 
A fruitful source cf eye 
troubles is shown to be excessive strain 
upon the m urcies 
aud 
ntrvea of the 
eyes due to faulty educational methods, 
the 
ill-planned 
aad 
insufficient 
light­ 
ing 
of 
reboot 
rooms, 
poor 
ink 
and fine p rint in school books, and other 
cause?, w hich cdnoation m ight correct. 
In conclusion Dr. Lundy lays down the 
following rules for the b etter care of the 
eyes : 
I. Avoid reading and studying by poor 
light. 
2 L 'ght should come from the side, and 
not from the front or from the back. 
3. Do not read or study while suffering 
great bodily fatigue or duriDg recovery 
from fatigue. 
4. Do not read while lying down. 
5 Do not use the eyes too long at a tim e 
for near work, but give them occasional 
periods of rest. 
6. Reading and study should be done 
system atically. 
7. D uring etndy aveid a stooping posi­ 
tion, or w hatever tends to produce conges­ 
tion of the head and face. 
8. Select w ell-printed books. 
9. C orrect errors 
of 
refrac'.ion w ith 
proper glasses. 
10. Avoid bad hycienic conditions and 
the use of alcohol and tobacco. 
I I. Take sufficient exercise in the open 
air. 
12. L et the physical keep pace w ith tho 
m ental culture, 
for asthenopia is most 
usually observed in those who are lacking 
in physical developm ent.

H o n o l u l u (II. I.), J u n e 5, 1S82. 
T he last few weeks’ vicissitudes in Gov­ 
ernm ent affairs have been such as no ODe, 
even tho most astute, dream ed of, and the 
surprise occasioned is slow to subside. 
The nature of the com plications leading 
up to this state of affairs has already been 
hinted at in the RECORD-UNION. 
I t has 
been shown th a t the Legislature was har- 


rassÍDg the Cabm et daily, b u t it was not 
thought those officials would throw up the 
sponge so soon, slid w ithout showing at 
least an inclination to face th e music. 
Such, however, is the case. 
T hey turned 
their portfolios over to the King, who ac­ 
cepted them w ith an alacrity for which 
they were unprepared, as they seemed to 
be for anything else. 
The new Cabinet is 
a strange conglomerate, the uniqnest part 
being its Prem ier, W . M. Gibson, a South­ 
erner, born in Biscay Bay, and upon whose 
account the U nited States nearly declared 
war upon theD ntch some twenty-five years 
ago. 
H is life is a romance, which H aw ­ 
thorne, while U nited States Consul at Liv­ 
erpool, had a fine opportunity of learning, 
and records as follows : “ Like m any men 
of adventurous cast, he had so quiet a de­ 
portm ent, and such an apparent disinclina­ 
tion to general sociability, th a t you would 
have fancied him moving always along 
some popular secluded w alk of life. W hen 
his dignified reserve was overcome, he had 
the faculty of narrating these adventures 
w ith wonderful eloquence, w orking up his 
descriptive sketches w ith intuitive percep­ 
tion of the picturesque pointB, so th a t the 
whole was throw n forward w ith a positively 
illusive effect, like m atters of your own 
visual experience. 
In fact they were 
so a d m ir a b ly d o n e 
T n at I could "never more than half believe 
them , because the genuine affairs of life are 
not apt to transact them selves so artistic­ 
ally. 
Literally from his first hour he had 
been tossed upou the surges of a m ost va­ 
ried and tum ultuous existence, having teen 
born at sea, of Am erican parentage, but on 
board of a Spanish ve3=el, and spending 
many of the subsequent years in voyages, 
travels and outlandish incidents and vicis­ 
situdes which, we thought, had hardly 
been paralleled since the daj B cf Gulliver 
or De Poe. 
M any of his scenes were laid 
in the E ast, and among those seldom vis­ 
ited archipelagoeG of the Indian Ocean, so 
th a t 
there was a3 O riental 
fragrance 
breathing through his talk, aud au odor of 
the Spice Islands still lingering in his gar­ 
m ents. 
H e had m uch to say of the de­ 
lightful qualities of tho M aiay pirates, who, 
indeed, carry on a predatory w arfare against 
the shins of all civilized nations, and cut 
every Christian throat among th eir prison­ 
ers ; b n t they are a gentle nurtured people 
of prim itive innocence and integrity. 
B ut 
his best story was about a race of men (if 
men they were) who eeemed so fujly to 
realize Sw ift's wicked fable of the Tahoos 
th a t my friend was m uch exercised w ith 
psychological speculations w hether or no 
they had any souls. 
They uwwlt iu the 
wilds of Ceylon, like o tte r sav age beasts, 
hairy and spotted w ith tn fts of fur, filthy, 
shameless, weaponless (though w arlike in 
their individual bent), toolfess, houseless, 
lauguageless, except for a few guttural 
sounds, hideously dissonant, w hereby they 
held tbe rudest kind of com m unication 
among them selves. 
They lacked both 
MEMORY AND FORESIGHT, 
And were wholly destitute of governm ent, 
social institutions, or law, or worship of 
any description except 
the 
im m ediate 
tyranny of the strongest ; 
radically un ­ 
tam able, moreover, savo th a t th e people 
of the country manage to subject a few 
of the less ferocious and stupid ones to 
outdoor servitude among 
other 
cattle. 
They were beastly in alm ost all their a t­ 
tributes, and th at to such a degree th at 
the 
observer, losing 
sight of aDy link 
betw ixt them and manhood, could gener­ 
ally w itness 
th tir 
brutalities 
w ithout 
greater horror than those of acme dis­ 
agreeable quadruped in a menagerie. 
A nd 
yet, at tim es, comprising w hat were the 
lowest general traite in his own race, 
w i:h w hat was highest in these abom in­ 
able m onsters, he found ghastly sim ilitude 
th a t half 
compelled 
him to recognize 
them as hum an brethren. 
I had accepted 
his O riental fantasies, not as m atters of 
indubitable credtDce, b u t as 
allowable 
specimens of an im aginative traveler’s vivid 
coloring and rich em broidery on the coarse 
texture and dull neutral tin ts of tru th . 
A fter these G ulliverian researches, 
my 
agreeable acquaintance had fallen under 
the ban of the D utch Governm ent, and 
bad suffered (this, a t least, being m atter 
of fact) nearly tw o years’ imprisonmen* 
w ith confiscation cf a large am ount of 
property, for which M r. Belm ont, ou: 
M inister a t the Hague, had ju st made 
perem ptory dem and of re-im bursem entand 
damages. 
Since arriving in E ngland on 
bis way to the U nited States, ho had been 
providentially led to inquire into the cir­ 
cum stances of his b irth on shipboard, aud 
discovered th a t not him self alone, but 
another baby, had come into th e world 
during the tam e voyage of the prolific vessel, 
and th a t there were alm ost irrefragable 
reasons for 
believing 
th a t these 
two 
children had been assigned to the wrong 
mothers. 
M any rem iniscences of his early 
days confirmed 1 im in the idea th a t his 
nom inal parents were aw are of the ex­ 
change. 
The family to which he felt 
authorized to attrib u te his lineage’ was 
th a t of a nobleman, in the picture gallery 
of whose country-seat (whence, if I m is­ 
take not our adventurous friend liad just 
returned) he had discovered a portrait 
bearing a striking resemblance to himself. 
As soon as h t should have repeifted the 
outrageous action of the D utch G overn­ 
m ent to President Pierce and the Secretary 
of State, and recovered the confiscated 
property, he proposed to return to England 
and establish his claim to the nol i ¿man's 
title and estate. 


THE ENGLISH ROMANCE 
W as among the latest com m unications th at 
he intrusted to my car, and as eoon as I 
beard th e first chapter—so wonderfully 
akin to w hat I m ight have w rought out of 
my own head, not unpracticed in such 
figments— I began to repent having made 
myself responsible for the noblem an’s pas­ 
sage hom eward iu the next Coil-ns steam er. 
N evertheless, should his English rent-roll 
G il a little: behindhand, his D utch cliim 
tor ? 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 was certainly iu tne hands of 
our Governm ent, and m ight a t le is t be 
valuable to the extent of E30, which I had 
engaged to pay on his behalf. 
B ut I have 
rea-ou to fear th a t his Dutch riches turned 
out to be D utch gilt or fairy gold, and his 
English country seat a mere castle in the 
a ir—which I exceedingly regret, for he was 
a most delightful companion anil a very 
gentlem anly m an.” 
I t was thi.ugnt th a t the publication of 
his l ie’s irregularities would defeat him as 
R presentative for H onolulu a t th e last 
election, and a review thereof appeared in 
the Honolulu Preen, which published docu­ 
m entary evidence of his defrauding mem­ 
bers of a M ormon com m unity of which he 
was high p rie st; 
but, if anything, this 
aided him, by showing the K anakas bis kin 
to them selves in tendencies to err, and 
they returned him by an alm ost unanim ous 
vote. 
A m au of probity stands low in 
their estim ation, there being nothing ia 
common between him aud them . 
They 
regard him aa simple minded. 
Am ong na­ 
tives forgery, th elt, ljing, cheating, etc., 
are regarded as harm less am usem ents, or 
goud jokes, if successfully carried out at 
the expense of a foreigner. 
Tuus the K ing 
weaves a transparent tissue of fals hoods 
for the entertainm ent and hoodwinking 
of foreign representatives, and even his 
own advisers, under the im pression th a t he 
is thereby exercising profoundest diplo­ 
macy. 
Of tw o dozen C abinet M inisters he 
has nad since ascendiDg the throne, not one 
of them b n t has designated him a fool, 
Simon pure. 
GIBSON'S APPOINTMENT 
Is owing to Battering of royal vanity w ith 
th a t “ vivid coloring and n ch em broidery 


on the coarse texture aud dull neutral tints 
of tru th ” which burden his newspaper of­ 
ten to the exclusion of everything else. 
His success at the polls, earned in like m an­ 
ner—by prostrating him self in the dust to 
conquer—is also a factor, as is an unwise 
attem pt by some planters to win him over 
to American interests in the event of hia 
oeiDg called to form a new Cabinet, and 
also the English faction of planters paying 
homage to him on account of his long ex­ 
pressed desire to introduce British East 
India coolies as a cognate race w ith which 
to attem pt th e fruitless task of restoring 
life to the syphilitic seed of Hawaii which ¡9 
destitute of one living germ. Such political 
ascendancy, treading upon the heels of 
crushing reverses hitherto experienced by 
Gibson, arc rare indeed. During the K ings 
absence on his tour of the world it became 
necessary to appoint a tax assessor for H on­ 
olulú, and the Princess Regent m entioned 
him in th a t connection, whereupon the late 
Cabinet assured her th at if she appointed 
him they would return to her their seals of 
office, 
ábe appointed Bush, the new M in­ 
ister ef Finance, instead. 
On tbe KiDg s 
return the city was inflamed one day by the 
report from authoritative quarters th a t Kal- 
akaua had made Gibson a noble. 
If the 
appointm ent was ever made it was revoked. 
Gibson told me subsequently th a t the 
honor had cot been conlerred, b u t m ight 
be aDy day. 
The KiDg vowed the story an 
em pty rum or. 
N ext a libel suit brought 
by the A ttorney-G eneral nearly placed 
Gibson on tho “ Bhelf,” as did other charges 
too num erous to mention. 
Now he wields 
THE HAWAIIAN SCEPTER, 
And to his enemies Bays, 
“ Peace, be 
still !” 
H e is an adm irable specimen of 
divide el imperia, 
He has succeeded in 
widening th e breach betw een native and 
foreigner, and, like Rhodes’ ancient colos­ 
sus, stands a brazen image, as it were, 
w ith a foot upon the shoulder of each. 
B ut the political earthquake th a t shall lay 
him low is foretold near at hand, and al­ 
ready he often finds the m ajority of the 
House against him. 
H is choice for A tto r­ 
ney General is J . PreBton, an Englishm an ; 
his M inister of Finance, J . E. Bush, a half­ 
cast of m ost uusavory record, and his 
M inister of Interior, S. K. Kaai, adrunken 
native, whose chief characteristic is an im ­ 
placable hatred of foreigners. 
All but 
Gibson have held Cabinet positions before, 
Bush being a calleague of Moreno, the no­ 
torious Italian adventurer, who turned the 
Kingdom upside down tw o years ago and 
got himself appointed Prem ier. 
L ittle has 
y et been done in the Legislature during the 
five weeks since its openiDg. 
N ot till last 
week did members seem inclined to w oik 
at all, and the ideas of R epresentatives 
seemed to possess all the breadth of their 
ancestors at their first Assembly, growing 
eloquent over national questions which 
have agitated the nation from th a t day to 
this, nam ely, the dog tax, the horse tax, 
the peddlers’ tax, eto., which it is well to 
assess foreigners, bnt natives should be 
exem pt, they belitv-—a m m d r a t on of 
SELF-ACKNOWLEDGED I’AUPERS 
In the hnbit nuil of civilization, audaciously 
dem anding a life of ease and sum ptncus 
living at the hands of a few enterprising 
men, struggling for existence themselves. 
The last cf the royal lice of Kam eham ehas 
understood tho natura of his peop'- better 
than those who theorized over the r won­ 
derful evolution from heathendom and de­ 
velopm ent iu civilization. 
On coming to 
the throne ha refused to take the oath un ­ 
der the existing C onstitution, which he 
regarde-1 as too dem ocratic for them . 
H e 
believed in lim iting popular suffrance by 
an intellectual, income and property quali­ 
fication 
which Bhould extend 
to both 
electors and representatives, and called a 
convention to am end the C onstitution ac­ 
cordingly. 
Five weeks’ discussion ensued, 
a t the end of which tim e he, grown im pa­ 
tient, rising, sa id : 
" I am sorry we do 
not agree. I t is clear to me th at, if univer­ 
sal suffrage is perm itted, this Governm ent 
will soon lose its m onarchical character. 
As we do not agree, it is useless to pro­ 
long the session. 
And as, at the tim e his 
M ajesty K am eham eha IIL gave the Con­ 
stitution of the year 1852, he reserved to 
him self the power of taking it aw ay if it 
was not for the interest of his people ; 
and as it is clear to me th a t the K ing left 
the revision of the C onstitution to my 
predecessor and m yself, therefore, as I sit 
iu his seat, on the p art 
of the sov­ 
ereignty of the H aw aiian Islands, I make 
known to-day th a t the C onstitution of 1852 
is abrogated. 
I will give you a C onstitu­ 
tio n .” 
In a few days he fulfilled his prom ­ 
ise, aud the now constitution prom ulgated 
by him has rem ained the fundam ental law, 
but the Btipnlated qualifications are a 
little more than a dead letter. 
In con­ 
sidering the appropriation bill R epresenta­ 
tives vote them selves increased salaries for 
p atty offices, and reduce those of foreign­ 
ers holding responsible positions, declaring 
th a t they ere willing to accept any such 
responsibility at half the ealary. 
The sin­ 
cerity and 
ENTIRE INNOCENCE 
Of any notion of the ludicrous w ith which 
a 300-pound fellow who can hardly w rite 
his nam e will declaro his com petency to 
hold any tru st, be it A ttorney-G eneral or 
other Cabinet office, Chancellor or Chief 
Justice, is refreshing aud decidedly m irth- 
pruvukm g, but the Tableau oi the fifth act 
may be a tragedy. 
W hen a m easure of 
any scope is broached they get hold of 
some place on the outer edge upon which 
to talk, bnt can no more grasp an abstract 
principle or complex proposition than any 
other child. 
H ere it is they show th at 
th eir intellect still lies in its swaddling- 
cloths, or the malo of their nude fathers, 
though th eir bodies are encased for the 
nonce, and to th eir m anifest discomfort, in 
the garm ents of civilization. 
Theirs is a 
burlesque upon legislation—which is too 
often a farce elsewhere—as th eir court 
shows are a burlesque upon the imposing 
proceedings of European royalty. 
Like 
those nations Hawaii, who apes them , finds 
one indispensable institution to be a stan d ­ 
ing arm y, upon which it is proposed to 
spend nearly $’200, 000. 
Fancy a nation of 
5S.000 sonls upon eight little pin points iu 
mid ocean, between 2,000 and 3,000 miles 
from the nearest ports of civilization and 
the world, w ith a standing arm y ! 
S tand­ 
ing it may be called, but the natives wilt 
never stand v. hlle it is possible to lie down. 
Tne Preen saje : “ Ii every adult Hawaiian 
ia tbe kingdom belonged to the arm y they 
would not be enough to form a complete 
division; and if every male, native and 
foreign, between the ages of 
1 and 100 
years, was in the ranks, they would not 
form a respectable corps. 
I t will next be 
in order to obtain an appropriation to de 
fray the funeral expenses of the kingdom .” 
B at the “ arm y ” is one of the K ing’s 
hobbies, in which he has always insisted 
upou being hum ored ; but this tim e it looks 
as ii he had carried the j >ke too far.

H ig h e s t R a i l r o a d B r id g e 
in 
t h e 
W o r ld —N e x t A u g u st the Kinzua 
V iad u ct, the highest railw ay bridge iu the 
world, w ill be com pleted, or a year from 
the tim e it was commenced. 
I t is situated 
iu M cKean county, Pennsylvania, about 
four miles from A lton, and its construction 
was ordered by the N ew Y ork, Lake Erie 
and W estern Railway Company. 
Accord­ 
ing to an illustrated article in the Scientific 
American, this bridge is 2,051 feet long and 
301 feet high. 
I t has 20 spans 01 feet long, 
and one 02 m et long, alternating w ith the 
lower spans, which are 384 
each. 
The 
truss, being 6 feet high and 10 feet wide, 
and continuous from one end to the other, 
is supported by columns 1 foot thick, 
which increase in length tow ard the m id­ 
die of the bridge. 
T hey spread out w ith 
a b atter of 2 inches to the foot, which 
gives a distance of 10 5 between the col­ 
um ns of the highest bents a t the bottom . 
The tw o longest bents rest on tw o long 
piers, w ith p de3tals built on each side of 
the stream , each containing about 500 
ja rd s o f masonry. 
All the other columns 
rest on piers containing from 20 to 125 
yards cf masonry. 
The bridge will con­ 
tain 4 000.000 pounds of iron and 7,000 
ynrda of masonry. 
Its cost will be about 
5300,000.

THE PALACE OF THE KING. 


HOME OF EMPEROR WILLIAM AND THE 
EMPRESS AUGUSTA, GERMANY. 


The Royal stablea-L ibrary—Work-room - 
Echo Hall—Rooms of the Kalserln— 
Portrait of th e Kaiser. 


(Correspondence of the Rkcoiuj-Lwion. ( 
B e r l i n , M ay 15, 1882. 
On arriving at the Germ an capital, late 
in the m onth of A pril, we learned th a t the 
Kaiser W ilhelm was a t \ \ elsbaden, but 
would return on the following week ; also, 
th at during his absence the Royal Palace 
was on exhibition. 
The next morning, 
notw ithstanding th e copious A pril showers, 
we arm ed ourselves w ith um brellas and 
proceeded to the home of the great E m ­ 
peror, only to learn th at, on account of 
im portant business, the gates were shut 
for the day. 
The following m orning, at 
about the same hour, we presented our­ 
selves again before the Palace gate, or side 
entrance—for none b u t the nobility enter 
the principal portal. 
The gate-keeper—an 
im poriant-looking individual, bearing signs 
of royal authority—politely inform ed us 
that we m ust w ait, as parties had already 
gone in before us. 
W e w aited. 
Soon the 
great iron gate sw ung on its hinges, and 
juBt as we felt sure th a t our tim e had come, 
a royal carriage clattered through. 
In the 
back seat sat a fine-looking m an, in a fine 
suit, draw ing on a fine pair of light kid 
gloves. 
“ W ho is th a t? ” we asked of the 
German who accompanied us. 
“ Oh, he is 
only a servant, but he feels bigger than 
the Kaiser him self,” was the reply. 
The 
gate was shut, b u t still we w aited in the 
rain. 
Slow but sure in the Germ an motto. 
Again the double gate was throw n opeD, 
and this tim e we were allowed to w alk up 
the court aa far as the door. 
B ut, alas, for 
our hopes ! The head porter, in red stripes 
and brass buttons, appeared quickly on the 
scene, sayiDg th a t visitors muBt enter in 
parties of tw enty ; and as several parties 
were then going the rounds of the palace 
and another was sitting in tbe hall, we 
n rist w ait. 
So we waited again in the 
ru.n—patiently, I cannot affirm ; but 
WE WAITED, 
Simply because we could not do otherwise. 
Reinforcem ents kept continually adding 
them selves to our party, till wo num bered 
between fifty and sixty. 
Through the w in­ 
dow we could see the tw enty, who were 
aoxiously w ailing their tu rn in the hall. 
As we stood w ith our um brellas dripping 
over each other, pretending to “ grin and 
bear it,” wo observed gentlem en coming 
in at the gate, who m arched by us straight 
into the hall, and disappeared. 
This ex­ 
cited suspicion. 
An Am erican standing 
near then related anecdotes concerning the 
magical effect of a sm all coin in sim ilar ex­ 
igencies. 
“ W hy,” said he, 
“ I hsve 
known a franc (20 cents), rightly applied, 
to cause an extra coach to be attached to a 
train and dedicated to the express use of 
a certain p arty .” 
W e m ildly hinted the 
efficacy of gold to the Germ an, who bristled 
up, and wished us to understand th a t such 
practices were not allowed, would avail 
us nothing, and th a t we m nst w ait our 
turn. 
The door opened ju st a t th a t mo­ 
m ent, and the red cap of tho head porter 
appeared again, saying th a t tw enty could 
now be adm itted and im plored them not 
to orowd. 
B ut they did crowd ; and the 
door was shut, and still we stood in the 
rain. 
Concluding th a t we would be fore­ 
m ost in the ranks at the next influx, we 
stationed ourselves ou the steps, when 
“ red c a p ” appeared «gain, saying, “ You 
m ust not 
crowd, and 
you 
muBt not 
stand on the steps.” 
One woman of im ­ 
mense proportions, who, like ourselves, 
had been left oat, talked Germ an to him 
so rapidly th a t we could not understand ; 
b u t he did ; for he looked at her, smiled 
sorrowfully and replied, “ I t is no use to 
swear, m y good friend ; ju st w ait patiently 
for your tu rn ; I really cannot help yon.” 
W hile he was uttering these words of con­ 
solation, a big fat boy, in a w hite apron, 
entered the court, passed through the door, 
bearing npon his head a huga tray of san- 
sagea. 
So we had ocular proof th a t the 
oleaginous sausage is eaten in king’s palaces. 
Some one suggested a visit to the stable, 
and im m ediately a detachm ent of us started 
in th at direction. 
W e found it a t the end 
of the court. 
T here m ight have been 
THIRTY HORSES ; 
There m ight have been less, I did not count 
them ; b u t all were fine, sleek, well-fed, 
wi ll-cared-for looking anim als, each w ith 
his card bearing his nam e over the head of 
his stall. One horse possessed an especially 
fine, long wavy tail, which the hostler, who 
was in the act of combing and brushing it, 
proudly displayed before our 
adm iring 
eyes. 
The stable is of triangular form, 
every cook and corner of which was scru­ 
pulously neat. 
The entrance is at one 
extrem ity, and the wardrobe of the stable­ 
m en at the other. 
Ju 9 t beyond the apex 
of this triangle is a large stall, furnished 
w ith stationary m arble basin, running w a­ 
te r and com fortable seats. 
No sooner bad 
we entered 
than 
the K aiser’s private 
coachman, in w hito pants and red velvet 
jacket, cam s am bling down t i e passage, 
and m ajestically seated his about 250 
pounds avoirdupo¡3 in one of these chairs. 
H e then leveled hia suspicious eyes upon 
us and kept them there, iu order to 
assure him self th a t we did not steal a 
horse or blow up his M sjesty’s stable. 
A 
little beyond this stall haDgs a tablet npon 
which each day’s orders are w ritten. This 
stable contains only the fam ily horses. 
The M arstall, in another part of the city, 
holds all the horses belonging to the crown. 
W e had ju st reached onr w aiting quarters 
again as the door openad. 
H iving lost 
th a t m odest hanging back air, we made a 
plunge and a dive and landed in the m id­ 
dle of the ball. 
This is a large square 
room, w ith doors and staircases leading in 
all directions, beautiful pieces cf statuary 
and cosy niches holding vases and urns. 
Around the central pillars arc 


SOFT, CUSHIONED SEATS. 
H ere we were now perm itted to seat our­ 
selves, and reflect upon the honor of actu­ 
ally breathing under the roof of the great 
and mighty Emperor. 
A ud here we m ust 
continue to m editate, till one of the paities 
m eandering through the sacred halls should 
issue forth. 
Red C ip oscillated between us 
and the crowd clam oring a t the outside 
portal. 
One im patient traveler yawned, 
then stretched out his feet, and finally 
assumed the air of a man who had con­ 
cluded th at interm inable w aiting afforded 
him no saving grace. 
lie drew the porter 
aside, and they talked confidentially, like 
men who understood each other. 
Their 
elbowa doubled, coins clinked faintly as 
Red Cap, w ith a furtive glance in our di­ 
rection, sought hia pants’ pocket. 
T hat 
traveler then seated him self, w ith the a;r 
of a man who knew w hy he was waiting. 
Red Cap now had a few words w ith the 
mau who guarded the head of the stair­ 
case. 
Both sm iled blandly, and w ith an­ 
other furtive glance at us, Red Cap beck­ 
oned, and the man and his friends quietly 
disappeared from our sigh’, and were seen 
no more. 
So, I found, by observation, 
th a t even ia the K aiser’s place, doors are 
barred w ith gold, and open to golden keys. 
B ut our German friend took no notice of 
this little transaction, and we w aited. Our 
probation ended at last, and headed by an 
energetic guide, who walked and talked 
w ith incredible velocity, we commenced 
our tour through the 


“ PALACE OF THE KING.” 
To describe in detail all th a t we saw or 
did not see in our bird’s-eye view, as we 
chased th at guide w ith flying feet through 
all the different rooms of this sum ptuous 
dwelling, is absolutely impossible. 
Verily 
it was a “ fleeting show, for m an’s delu­ 
sion given,” and besides th at, the bíx sol­ 
diers in onr party had a cap'ivs.ting w ay of 
com pletely covering every object oi special 
im portance. B ut the little m an rattled on, 
aud by keeping cars and eyes on the alert 
we gleaned m uch th a t was new and inter­ 
esting concerning tbe simple homo life of 
this greatlv-heloved and highly-esteem ed 
Emperor. 'There were soft carpets th at 
yielded to our tread ; m agnificent pieces of 
furniture, ancient and m o d ern ; 
costly 
ornam ents of wonderful invention, and 
glorious paintings from the m asters old 
and new. 
The principal portal of the 
Palace opens into the well known street 
called U nter den Linden. 
The apartm ents 
of the Kaiser are found on the first floor. 
One large, richly-furnished room serves as 
a general reoeption room ; an a i joining and 


larger room, which contains glass cases of 
fam ily relics, is the place where the Em ­ 
peror receives all comm unications from his 
M inisters of State. 
A t the head of the 
room stands a large chair, upholstered in 
blue brocaded satin, in which the K aiser 
sits on such occasions. 
A t his left, in the 
corner, stands a woaden rack, where the 
honorable gentlem en are obliged to place 
th eir hats and coats. 
No m atter how 
rainy the w eather, they m ust 
TRAIL THEIR DRIPPING GARMENTS 
O ver the beautiful carpet, and never halt 
till they have reached the appointed cor­ 
ner. 
There was som ething in this room 
cíice worn by Napoleon I., but seen through 
six soldiers, it left only a vague impression. 
W e found the E m peror’s library exceed­ 
ingly interesting. 
One entire side forms 
the book-case, the lower portion of which 
projects about two feet beyond the upper, 
form ing a kind of sideboard. 
Here, said 
the guide, his Royal Highness usually or­ 
ders bis second breakfast to be placed, 
w ithout form orclotb, from which he takes 
it iu his hand and cats while pacing up and 
down before the book case. 
“ He ia Dever 
quiet, but busy every m om ent he is in the 
palace, unless asleep,” continued his loyal 
servant. 
A t the further end of the library 
is a sm all spiral staircase, leading to the 
n ext story, where the dining room is situ­ 
ated ; up and down this dizzy, winding 
little staircase walks the Em peror of S5 
years, never less than once a day. 
To be 
able to enum erate half the contents of even 
this room would have required more tim e 
than we spent in the entire palace. 
For­ 
getting all the royal relics, ornam ents and 
pictures, we stood w rapt in adm iration be­ 
fore tue beautiful painting of Queen Louise, 
m other of the Em peror. 
She was called 
th e most beautifnl and charm ing woman in 
E urope ; and of the num erous paintings in 
palace, castle, and indeed all over G er­ 
m any, this one is to me the m ost beautiful. 
THE YOUNG QUEEN 
Is represented in Bimple attire, standing on 
a low staircase. 
She appears to be ap­ 
proaching yon, her lovely features lighted 
w ith a smile, her blonde bair sparkling in 
th e sunlight, and her ruddy lips parted as 
if to greet you w ith th e friendlmesB for 
which she was so well known throughout 
Germ any. 
Longer w ould we have tarried 
by this vision of loveliness, b u t the guide 
assured us th a t “ even if we could not ex­ 
am ine everything, when we read descrip­ 
tions we would have the sw eet assurance 
th a t we had once seen all.” 
W ith these 
words of wisdom he led us into the w ork­ 
room of the Em peror. 
In all the Em peror's 
apartm ents the prevailing tin t is bine. The 
‘•K orn blam e” is his favorite flower, and 
it is interesting to observe the num ber of 
cushions, book-m arks, sofa pillows, and 
other dainty knicknacks, which have been 
presented him from tim e to tim e, all decor­ 
ated w ith the K aiser’s favorite flower. The 
walls of this tasteful work-room are alm ost 
hidden by paintings of th e K aiserin A u­ 
gusta, Qaecn Louise, the Crown Prince, 
and other m em bers of the royal family. 
Besides these I noticed R ubens’ painting of 
his tw o sons, and several portraits of an 
Italian artist, painted by herself. 
The 
w riting table of H is Royal H ighness stands 
by the window, facing T heater platz. This 
is an ordinary-sized table, covered w ith 
blue baize. 
Three sides of the table are 
bordered w ith statuettes, sm all pictures of 
th e royal family, w riting m aterials and 
little packages of letters and papers. 
Iu 
th e center lay a few blotters. 
N ear by 
stood a large com fortable chair, upholstered 
w ith blue satin brocade. 
The num ber and 
beauty of tbe ornam ents in this room are 
eom ething astonishing. 
I have since heard 
th a t a p retty little G erm an girl, up to the 
tim e of her m arriage, was paid the sum of 
60 thalers, or 180 m arks, per m onth just 
to dust them . 
Considering th a t a servant 
girl’s wages in Germ any is only 12 m arks 
per m onth, one can be sure this was con­ 
sidered no light task. 
W e next filed into 


THE GRAND FRONT HALL, 
And up the pure w hite staircase, w ith its 
gold trim m ings aud red velvet carpets ; 
past tho w hite m arble statues and elegant 
settees, to the second story. 
A t the left of 
the staircase we saw, through the glass 
doors, th e flourishing w inter garden, for 
th e Em peror is provided w ith both a sum ­ 
m er and a w inter garden. 
Before us 
opeBed a large, inform al kind of reception 
room, whose principal attraction is a m ag­ 
nificent chandelier. 
From this room an 
immense door opens on a verandah, where 
the royal fam ily congregate to view any 
especial parade or celebration in the streets 
of Berlin. 
A t the left of this is the large 
family dining-room. 
A long table Btands 
in the center, surrounded by chairs, which 
a t the annual Christm as reunions are com­ 
pletely filled by the mem bers of the royal 
family. 
Two sm all tables stand in the 
corners, at the right and left, which are 
also brought into requisition on such occa­ 
sions. 
U nder glass cases Bland magnificent 
silver ornam ents, each 
com m em orating 
some im portant event in the history of the 
F atherland. 
One represents the meeting 
of the Crown Prince, Frederick W illiam , 
and the Em peror after the battle of Sedan. 
B oth are m ounted on silver horses, from 
which they lean and embrace each other. 
W e then gathered in the great w hite hall, 
or festival room, which is seventy-five 
yards long. 
The smooth, 
inlaid floor, 
graceful pillars, w hite and gold decora­ 
tions, present a charm ing com bination of 
sim plicity and grandeur. 
H ere the chiv­ 
alry and beauty of the Germ an capital 
have often tripped the “ light fan tastic” 
to ihe m erry strains from tho boxes above. 
T he guide form ed us into a eqnare, toeing 
lines in the center of th e room, and then 
proceeded to exhibit its wonderful peculi­ 
arity. 
Ho called loudly. 
“ Max !” and 
im m ediately we heard “ Max, Max, M ax,” 
iu rapid rucoession for about tw enty tim es, 
each one fainter than the last, till only 
the faintest whisper was heard. 
He then 
tried 
“ Y acob,” w ith the same result. 
A fter this he clapped Ins hands, and the 
clap, clap, clapping which followed was 
im m ensely funny. 
W hen tho lines broke 
he called loudly, “ Y ohaun,” but no ra­ 
sponee. 
A djoining this marvelous h ill is 
ttie 
K aiserin’8 private reception 
room. 
T nere is 
A COLD SPLENDOR 
A bout this m agnificent room, suggestive cf 
court etiquette, stiff courtesy aud profound 
obeisance, in spite of tho cosy little table 
and two easy chairs in one corner. 
H are 
the guide informed us the Kaiser and Kai- 
scnu often dine together, quite inform ally. 
“ Wife langweilig ” (how tiresom e), ex­ 
claim ed our Germ an friend. 
B ut the grace 
aud beauty of the Queen’s private room ad­ 
joining lilis, counterbalanced the lack of 
friendliness in the great reception-room. 
The prevailing tin t is red, wiiich adds a 
w arm th aud cheer ana m akes the beholder 
feel like grasping the absent Queen heartily 
by the hand. 
A t the same tim e, he fects 
th a t it ia alm ost w icked to invade this 
sanctum sanctorum , w ith all its w ealth of 
pictures, fanciful ornam ents and elegantly 
bound books. 
So we felt, and a sudden 
hush fell upon all, as wo glided about al­ 
m ost afraid to peop into the corners lest we 
ba discovered. 
Each only slyly—wiien the 
eyes of the guide were turned—rested just 
a second in one of tho luxurious soft-cush­ 
ioned chairs. 
One corner of the room 
claim ed universal attention ; tw o tables 
are so placed as to form a square, w ith 
th e ent acce where the tables approach 
each other. 
The tablea are can- pied and 
inclosed by a latt c : work of wire, wl ich 
is com pletely hidden w ith ivy, growing in 
pots, which rest ou the floor. 
One of 
these is 


TIIE WRITING TABLE OF TIIE QUEEN, 
A nd on it lay w riting m aterials and pack­ 
ages of letters and papers. 
The other con­ 
tained books, flowers and ornam ents. 
In ­ 
side the ivy fram e of this one stands a 
full-lcDgth painting of the Em peror. 
As 
we stood before this p ortrait tbe guide 
asked : 
“ W n at is there peculiar about 
this picture?” 
No one kuew, when he 
proceeded to point out the left hand, the 
fingers of which were slipped into the 
w aist cf the coat, showiDg distinctly the 
absence of tbe forefinger. 
How anyone 
could avoid seeiDg this was now the query, 
so prom inent did tho scsr appear to our 
enlightened eyes.

AS RELATED BV MASTER CISBÜRY OLDFIRLE, 
SCHOOLMASTER OF FOYNINOS. 


i William Harrison Ainsworth, born in Manchester 
lü)á. Novelist. He studied law, but before he bad 
attained bis majority be puolisbed " Sir John 
Chiverton,” a r.mance which obtained the 
favor of Sir Waiter Scott. Soon afterwards Mr. 
Ainswortb devoted himself entirely to literature; 
he became editor of Bentley'» Miecellany on the re* 
tiremclitof Du kens iu lSlO; he also edited Col- 
bum'* Sett Monthly, and the magazine which bore 
bis own name in the title. His chief works are: 
" Rookwood,’’ ‘'Crichton," ' Guy Fawkca,"'* Tfce 
Tower of London," “ Old St. Paul's," " Windsor 
Cast ," "The Miser's Daughter,” " Lancashire 
Witches,” “ The Flitch of Bacou,” "The StArCham­ 
ber," " The Conatahle of the Tower," " Mervyn 
Clitheroe," " Ovinirdtan Granin1,” a romance of the 
times of t .e Commonwealtii (from which we quote), 
"John Law, the Projector,’* "Hilary St. Ives,’ 
" Mvddletou Pomfret," etc. He has alan written a 
number of poems, amongst which are " Ballads, 
Romantic, 
Fantastical, and Humorous," and 
"The Combat of the Thirty," a Breton legend. 
Cheap editions of his works are issued by Routled^e 
it Sons.] 
The wondrous event I am about to do- 
tail happened in the time of the good 
Saint Cuthman of Steyning, in this county 
—a holy man, who, from htB extraordinary 
piety and austerity, was believed to be en­ 
dowed with supernatural power. Many 
miracles are attributed to him, some of 
which occurred long before his canoniza­ 
tion. While yet a boy, and employed in 
tending his father’s sheep on the downs, in 
order to pursue his devotional exercises 
undisturbed, he was wont to trace a large 
circle round the flock with his crook, be­ 
yond which nono of them could stray, 
neither could an enemy approach them. 
Moreover, the good saint could punish the 
scoffer, as well as bless and sustain the 
lowly and the well-doer. Derided by cer­ 
tain blasphemous haymakers for carrying 
his palsied mother in a barrow—no better 
means of conveyance being at hand at the 
time—he brought down a heavy shower 
upon their heads, rendering their labor of 
no account; and thenceforward, whenever 
grass was cut and dried within that 
meadow, rain would fall upon it, and turn 
it to litter. S*eh was holy Cuthman—a 
man, you will psreeive, whom it was neces­ 
sary to treat with the respect due to his 
exalted virtues. 
At a late- period of the Baint’s life, when 
his aged mother bad gone from him, when 
he had built a wooden church with his 
own hands at Steyning, wherein, in the 
fullness of time, he was interred—and 
when his reputation for sanctity and 
austerity had greatly increased, causing 
him to be equally reverenced and dreaded 
—dreaded, Í nuan, by evil-doers, to whom 
he was especially obnoxiouB—the holy man 
walked forth one afternoon, in early- 
autumn, wholly unattended, acrosB the 
downs ; his purpose being to visit a recluse 
named Sister Ursula, who dwelt in a soli­ 
tary cell on the summit of a hill adjoining 
Poyuings, and whom he had been told was 
sick, aud desireus of being shriven by him.

AH INTERESTING FIELD OF STUDY. 
Henry Sleight, of Yuba county, writeB 
to the R eco rd -U n io n concerning an inter­ 
esting field of study. He says : 
Many interesting pages in natural his­ 
tory are revealed by the development of 
mining enterprises and in washing aurifer­ 
ous deposits for the precious metal. The 
hydraulic brings to light fossil remains of 
the fauna and flora that flourished in the 
post-pliocene times. New York Flat, a 
beautiful little valley near Brownville, 
Yuba county, is yielding its alluvium to 
the continuous pressure of the hydraulic 
pipe for a width of nearly 600 feet. 
A superficial deposit of a foot or two of 
sand and gravel, from washings of tributary 
ravines, overlies about three feet of black 
loam; then from fifteen to twenty feet of 
clay, of a greenish-gray color, rests on an 
evenly-strewn bed of gravel, varying in 
thickness, however, from a few inches to 
two or three feet. By examining tho 
formation yon will find fossil reiraiua of 
plants through the entire deposit, of the 
same growth and varieties as those of to­ 
day found in the vieinity. As the valley 
has a gentle fall of about an inch to the 
rod, it has of course always been 
wet, 
and 
much 
of 
it 
formerly 
swampy. Hence ¿herbage of the juncus 
genus has predominated. Here the in­ 
evitable willow found suitable soil, and 
vast quantities may bo seen well pre­ 
served ; also cedar, madrone, pine, to­ 
gether with cones and foliage, etc. There 
are no petrifactions in this section. Cedar 
has undergone the least change, and occa­ 
sionally a section of tree is seen on or near 
the bedrock that is nearly as hard and tough 
as when growing. Tho writer examined a 
cedar stump twenty-five feet below the 
present surface of the valley, and fouDd the 
roots penetrated in the disintegrated granite 
bedrock just as it had grown. It had 
been burned off quite olose to the firm rock 
in which it grew, ere it had been superin­ 
cumbered with alluvium. Charcoal, and 
the charted remains of trees, are seen in the 
gravel and on the bedrock right where the 
gold is found. 
In certaiu placeB a regular 
jam of drift-wood is uneartned, such as a 
freshet might deposit now. Again, we 
come to a mass of rounded lumps of clay, 
indicating the action of water in making 
gullies and causing the hanks to cave after 
the deposit had been formed. 
Fossil re­ 
mains of the mammoth —the mastodon— 
and other pachyderms are occasionally dis­ 
covered in the gravel, or resting im­ 
mediately thereon, which would seem to 
prove conclusively that these extinct mam­ 
malia existed coeval with the formation of 
the gold fields of the Pacific, or that the 
period of time that marked their subse­ 
quent advent was geologically brief, and 
that it was in the pliocene times when the 
superficial earth was blessed with its great 
wealth in the precious metal. Bat daring 
this period there is no evidence to be found 
of the presence of man, for all the stone 
mortars, arrowpoints, etc., are discovered 
from the surface to a depth not exceeding 
ten teet. My observation of many years 
in the mines in this vicinity justifies me in 
saying that none were fonnd imbedded in 
the original gravel strewn on the bedrock, 
where the remains of the above-mentioned 
extinct quadrupeds have been unearthed,, 
and careful inquiry of other miners con­ 
firms this. These facts are interesting to 
the miner, and they are worthy of the con­ 
sideration of the geologist and paleontolo­ 
gist. The diluvial deposit of this valley 
is composed of greenstone, trachyte and 
quartz ledges, all of which are to be seen on 
the adjacent hills 
In fact they are of 
trappean origin. Dikes of greenstone from 
a few inches to two or three feet wide 
traverse tho valley obliquely, sometimes 
showing half a dozen faults in the distance of 
a hundredfeet. Oneintcrestingphaseof this 
little valley is the gas that bubbles up through 
the bed-rock in so many places, aud con­ 
tinuously. Tne alkali that forms on the 
rocks in dry weather has a nauseous, bitter 
taste. The good water issues from the 
hard ledges generally. A mineral spring— 
the water of w hich is som etim es used by 
invalids in tho com m unity- -tastes stroug 
of epsom salt. Oar hills are red w ilh the 
sesquioxide of iron, a: d all the rocks being 
highly ferruginous, m ust cf the water con­ 
tains a liberal percentage of iron. Tiifre 
are traces of chlorine ell through the de 
posit, aud this may r. • our.t for th e loss cf 
fossil remains on coming in con'-act wilh 
the air, for ti:ey generally mold: r, even 
the tusks, and it is only su occasional 
grinder that stands the exposure. In rich­ 
ness of the precious metal much cf the 
center of the valley pays at the rate of 
$10 000 an acre. 
Weave having dc’iratful weather, and 
it is safe to say that our mountains alio.-d 
almost every pleasure the heart could wish, 
and the improvements made indicate 
clearly that one grand purpose of life is to 
surround homo with c-mforts. 
Besides our well-conducted public 
schools, we have at Brownsville, under the 
patronage of Mr. and Mrs. Kuox, an insti­ 
tute of learning where the higher branches 
are taught, Professor E K. Nill, Principal.

THE VALUIS OF VEGETABLES. 


All vegetables have au effect on the 
chemistry cf tho body, so that wo cannot 
speak too highly of their importance at 
table. We will mention a few of these 
matters first, and dispose of this aspect of 
the subject, so as not to seem to mix phar­ 
macopoeia with the kitchen. Asparagus íb 
a strong diuretic, aud forms part of the 
cure for rheumatic patients at such health 
resorts as Aix-les-Bains. Sorrel is cooling, 
and forms the staple of that eovpe atm 
Iterbes which a French lady will order for 
herself after a long and tiring journey. 
Carrots, as containing a quantity of sugar, 
arc avoided by some people, while others 
cemplain of them as indigestible. With 
regard to the latter accusation, it may bs 
remarked in passing, that it is the yellow 
core of the carrot that is difficult of di­ 
gestion—the outer, or red layer, is tender 
enough. In Savoy, the peasants have re­ 
course to an infusion of carrots as a specific 
for jaundice. The largo, sweet onion is 
very rich in thoso alalino elements which 
counteract the poison of rheumatic gout. 
If slowly stewed in weak broth, and eaten 
with a little Nepaul pepper, it will be found 
to be an admirable article of diet for pa­ 
tients of studious and sedentary habits. 
The stalks of cauliflower have the same 
sort of 
value, only too often the 
stalk of a cauliflower is so ill-boiled aud 
unpalatable that few persons would thank 
you for prf posing to them to make part of 
their meal consist of so uninviting an ar­ 
ticle. Turnips, in the tame way, aro often 
thought to be indigestible, and better 
suited for cows and sheep than for delicate 
people ; hut here the fault lies with the 
cook quite as much as with the root. The 
cook boils tho turnip badly, and then pours 
some butter over it, and the eater of such 
a dish is saro to bo the worse for It. Try 
a better way. Half boil your turnip, and 
cut it in slices like half-crowns. Butter a 
pie dish, put iu the slices, moisten with a 
little milk and weak broth, dust once with 
bread-crumbs and pepper aud salt, and 
bake in tho oven till it gains a bright 
golden brown. Tbis dish, which is the 
Piedmontese fashion of eating turnips, is 
qnite unsuited co cows, and ought to lie 
popular. What shall bo said about our 
lettuces ? The plant has a slight narcotic 
actioD, of which a French old womaD, like 
a French doctor, well knows the value, and 
when properly cooked it is ready very easy 
of digestion. But in our country, though 
lettuce are duly grown in every garden, 
you often hear the remark, “ I can’t eat a 
salad,” and as few cooks know how to use 
the vegetable which has been refused in its 
raw state, the lettuces are all wasted, and 
to is the ground in which they were grown.

S in g u la r M e n ta l D istu rb a n c e .— An 
English icholar daring a holiday excursion 
in the Hartz Mountains subjected himself 
ono day to a severe physical strain which 
produced a singular mental disturbance. 
He was on his feet from morning till night, 
and in the course of the day’s wanderings 
made several arduous ascents, taking no 
rest and neither eating nor sleeping. At 
night when be reached, a place where he 
could supply his ne-idd he was unable, to 
his great astonishment, to recollect a sirigl- 
word of the German language, although be 
ordinarily spoke it witn fluency. His 
mem-.ry did not fail him in any other re 
spent, he knew ids own language as well a-1 
ever, and recalled p<rfectly a!l ti e inci­ 
dents of the day. As soon as he had thor­ 
oughly rested, and had eaten tho food 
w hich he had procured by signs, his Qer- 
m sn returned to him com pletely. 


A REMARKABLE BIRD BTORY. 
In a late number of the Enquirer ap­ 
peared an account of there having been 
fonnd near OwenBboro, Ky,, a dead spar­ 
row suspended by the neck to the bough 
of a tree by a string, leaving the infer­ 
ence to the beholder that his sparrowship 
had been summarily gibbeted by his fel­ 
lows. I wish to record a similar observa­ 
tion made by myself and wife a few days 
since, and which, taken in connection 
with the above case, has afforded me, se 
it may others, considerable curiosity, if 
not mystification. 
Adjoining our lot is a building in which 
at least twenty sparrows, such as frequent 
this valley, have their habitation. A few 
feet from the bnilding stands a locust 
tree, whose branches appear to be used 
as a sort of public square or assembly 
grounds. Here for several days before 
the tragic occurrence to be related were 
held, with brief intermissions, many very 
noisy meetings, in which all the tenants 
appeared to be active participants. The 
canse of the trouble seemed to be a dispute 
about the possession of a certain cosy nest­ 
ing place or suite of rooms in the comiee 
near the tree, an entrance to which was 
had by a well-shaped knot-hole. Tne 
whole coloDy, individually, was engaged in 
either trying to adjust the matter amicably 
or else were adding to the ferment—there 
weie no neutrals. Within an hour every 
bird in the burg entered the knot-hole, 
turned around, and then, with his head 
peering out, would harangue the others 
until he was pushed aside by the en­ 
trance of another. These visits of in­ 
spection, 
as they seemed 
to 
be, 
were made, however, 
generally in 
pairs or by threes, and on the exit of the 
party they at once renewed their chatter­ 
ing with more earnestness than ever. One 
squatty old fellow of unusually dirty de­ 
meanor, and most of his tail feathers gone, 
was very active. Every few minutes, by 
dint of crowding and seemingly threaten­ 
ing gestures, he would force his way into 
the box, and then, qnickly turning, begin 
to jabber excitedly from the kDot-hole. 
But his ideas alwayB gave immediate of­ 
fense to the majority, as he would be at 
once forcibly ejected by two or more from 
the crowd, and, as he made the descent 
from the hole, he was Bet upon and hooted 
amid the mo3t violent demonstrations of 
the populace. Toward evening the num­ 
ber of sparrows increased to about fifty, 
most of whom seemed to be bnt spectators, 
and the excitement was not abated at dnsk, 
when we discontinned observations. In 
the morning the noise was heard at day­ 
break, bnt at about 7 o’clock there were 
no birds to be seen. On making closer ex­ 
amination of the tree we discovered our old 
aggressive sparrow, whcse ideas were the 
occasion of such riotous demonstrations the 
day before, hanging by the neck to a cord, 
each end of which was wound around a 
small limb, the body banging between ; it 
was easily identified by the distracted 
shape of his tail feathers. We now quietly 
withdrew to await any farther develop. 
ment8. Daring the forenoon we could hear 
on the distant trees aad hedges a solemn 
chirping and piping ; the sparrow commu­ 
nity had been moved to its depths; a 
heinous crime had been committed, and 
justice had shed the blood of vengeance ! 
Shortly after noon a largo number of 
sparrows were noticed in the locust tree ; 
only five or six were in the part in which 
the dead one was hanging. There was 
very little chirping and chattering, bnt 
those nearest the body had the most to say, 
and these, we imagined, deported them­ 
selves in a very grave and formal manner. 
One of them chirped away constantly and 
somewhat ostentatiously. We took him 
to be the Coroner, and felt that under his 
dmgy wings he was chuckling over the fee 
he would get. The balance of the jury 
took turns picking at the cotton string sus­ 
pending the body. In the course of an 
hour or so the string was picked away, and 
the body of the now defunct malefactor 
fell to the ground amid a low chorus of 
groans and “ O, mys, how utterly awfuls !” 
etc. ; that is, we imagined they did ; any­ 
how, they certainly acted so. We picked 
up the bird and closely examined it. The 
string was a partly rotten one, about a foot 
long. It was wound twico around the 
iieuk, and considerably tangled among the 
feathers. W hat had rnade the noose a fatal 
ono vras the fastening of both ends of the 
cord to the limb, otherwise it would not 
have held ; and yet the bird may have been 
dead when hung up, or have become en 
tangled by accident. The “ suite cf rooms” 
is now occupied by in apparently modest 
and retiring couple.—[Cincinnati Enquirer. 
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ARSENIC FOR COÓIPLEXIOKS. 
“ Are you ever called upon by women to 
give them something to improve their com­ 
plexion ? ” asked a reportor of a city physi­ 
cian.“ Quite often, as a matter cf course. 
Women are always looking for something 
to intensify their beauty. They are not to 
blame for i t ; the first inquiry most men 
make about a woman is whether or not 
she is pretty.” 
“ Do ycu prescribe arsenic for that pur­ 
pose ? ” 
“ Not as a beantifier. Iu the treatment 
of certain true skin diseases, however, 
Fowler’s solution is often used, and rightly 
managed is a valuable remedy. But ar­ 
senic is oftener prescribed for malaria, neu­ 
ralgia and dyspepsia. 
"Y es, arsenic decs, though to t always, 
produce the effect ascribed to if. Its beau­ 
tifying powers, however, if such they be, 
are much exaggerated. It is possible, but 
not probable, that a physician would give 
arsenic to a woman who wished for it, as 
something with which to heighten her 
charms at the expense of her health. No 
rcjpectable practitioner would do it. There 
are any number of old women and quacks 
to attend to that sort of thing, aud the 
number who use arsenic in this way is con 
siderable. I have prescribed sulphur in 
such cases half a dozen times, but never 
afterward heard of my fair patients. Stop ! 
One of them did return. She said my med­ 
icine was not strong enough. ‘ Arsenic was 
good,’ she had been told, and she not only 
asked me for it, bnt was indignant when I 
declined to write a proscription. 
“ The reasons for not giving arsenic in 
such cases should be obvious enough. The 
patient almost always adopts the principle 
of the more arsenic the more beauty. It is 
not, by the way, a habitconlined to women. 
I know of two cases in which arienic was 
used by young men for the same purpose. 
I have had several cases of women who 
had seriously injured themselves with 
arsenic, all of them within seven or eight 
years. Twenty years ago they were rare. 
The symptoms in most cates are very 
severe. The trouble begins with nausea 
aud abdominal pains. Then the eyes red­ 
den, and the upper lids become thick- 
eceJ, having taken on a dropsical 
character which soon extends over the 
wholo body. Frequently the arsenic pro­ 
duces severe skin eruptions. The nervous 
system in time becomes seriously involved, 
and wasting of the flush, falling out of the 
hair, and sometimes paralysis, follow. 
Young women, should be careful how they 
meddle with Fowler’s solution.” 
A druggist said that calls for anrnic 
were not infrequent, and came quite as 
often from middle sged as from young 
women. “ I never sell it to them,” he 
added, “ without a prescription. I know, 
however, that it is sold for a beantifier, 
and I have reason to believe that it ¡3 
bought of the wholesale druggists, put up 
in bottles, and disposed of by peddlers of 
nostrums, who, no doubt, get high prices 
for it.”—[New York Sun.

The electric light fades the colors of clothes as 
well as paintings, the game as moonlight, though 
not so quickly. 


It is possible that many reader* of the 
daily telegraphic dispatches may have be­ 
come somewhat perplexed by the rapid 
charges of the Egyptian situation, and it 
is also possible that some of these readers 
may fail to comprehend the meaning of the 
recent fierce outbreak, by which bo many 
foreigners of all nations have lost their 
lives. In order to grasp the situation it is 
necessary to go back a little in Egyptian 
history. In 1806 a very able man named 
Mehemet Ali was appointed Governor of 
Egypt, which waB then only a province of 
the Porte. Mehemet Ali at once under­ 
took to make himself absolute ruler of the 
country, and in 1811 he succeeded in this 
design. Since then the descendants of 
Mehemet Ali have been the rulers of 
Egypt, and all of them have done what 
they could towards removing the last bonds 
of allegiance which bound them to the 
Porte. They have purchased various con­ 
cessions from the Sultan. For instance, 
Mehemet Ali was only styled Yali, or 
Viceroy, whereas the present ruler of 
Egypt is Khedive, or King. AgaiD, the 
important rights of concluding treaties 
with foreign powers, and of maintaining 
armies, which have been held by jurists to 
distinguish independent sovereigns, have 
been conferred upon the Khedive in con­ 
sideration of an increase of the annual 
tribute which he pays to the Porte. Nat­ 
urally a feeling of nationalism has grown 
up with this gradual enfranchisement from 
the Turkish rule, and for several years the 
sentiment “ Egypt for the Egyptians ” 
has been gathering force. 
It has, however, been impossible for any 
Khedive to adopt a thorough nationalist 
programme, for the reason that a succes­ 
sion of extravagant and selfish rulers had 
plunged Egypt into debt to such an extent 
that the whole country found itself mort­ 
gaged to England and France. And when 
at last the creditof the Khedives collapsed, 
and they could borrow no more millions to 
squander in luxury, the European powers 
demanded that the financial administration 
of Egypt should be delivered over to a 
Commission composed of English and 
French government officials, and that they 
should have very full powers over the gep- 
eral administration. This was done, and 
for several years the Egyptian finances 
have been admirably managed in conse­ 
quence, and the condition of the people has 
greatly improved. For whereas under the 
old method the Pashas were always ex­ 
torting and plundering and outraging the 
Fellahs, the European financiers put an 
end to all these abuses, made taxation uni­ 
form and reasonable, and inspired such con­ 
fidence in the Fellahs that they came for­ 
ward and paid their dues in full without 
murmuring—a fact of the utmost signifi­ 
cance to those who sre familiar with the 
Egyptian character. The new administra­ 
tion was in short steadily leading Egypt 
out of darkness into light; but it failed to 
satisfy the old Pasha and military class, 
which had lived and fattened on rapine and 
extortion, which had long been accustomed 
to cheat the Government and rob the peo­ 
ple right and left, and which therefore 
chafed and fretted under the restraints 
to which it was subjected. 
This class has for several years been 
skillfully employing the growing nationalist 
sentiment to cover measures designed 
ultimately to break down the foreign admin­ 
istrative system, and to restore the old op­ 
pressive and plundering methods. Pressure 
was brought to bear upon the Khedive to 
make him grant a Constitution and a Par­ 
liament. This movement was no doubt 
partly genuine Nationalist and partly rev­ 
olutionary. The Khedive refused a Con­ 
stitution, on the gronnd that the country 
was not ripe for it, but granted a sort of 
parliament in the form of a Chamber of 
Notables. 
But as the Government was 
really in the hands of England and France, 
through their Controllers-General, the only 
result of any effort to inaugurate a new 
administrative system through the Cham­ 
ber of Notables could be to precipitate a 
collision. 
The Chamber must remain a 
mere dummy, or the foreign administra­ 
tion must give way. The purpose of the 
Pasha party that put forward Arabi Bey 
has been from the first to render the for­ 
eign administration odious and impossible, 
and to this end they have used the national­ 
ist eentiment quite adroitly. The attitude 
of the Porte in regard to the matter is 
not at present quite clear. It is accused 
of having secretly urged Arabi Bay to per­ 
severe, while it was openly supporting the 
Khedive. It is possible thac the Sultan 
thinks the opportunity good to restore 
his almost vanished sovereignty iu Egypt. 
This, however, is calculated to bring the 
nationalist eentiment to the front in a very 
serious way. For while the Egyptians are 
followers of Islam, and recognize the re­ 
ligions authority of the Caliph, they are 
ready to fight the Turks whenever the lat­ 
ter appear as the champions of a foreign 
authority. 
ThuB it is that the Egyptians appear at 
this moment to be equally opposed to the 
Turks and to France and England, and, in 
fact, to all foreigners. The leaders of the 
movement of which Arabi Bey is the 
figure-head wish to make Halim Pasha 
Khedive, thus changing the dynasty, 
overthrowing the financial arrangements 
for the liquidation of the national debt, 
and restoring the old lax and irregular 
conditions. 
The Nationalist cry which 
has been used to secure the co-operation of 
the army and the populace of the great 
cities, is a snare and a delusion. It is not 
possible that any reforntBshonld come out of 
the elements which are behind Arabi Bey, 
who himself is merely a daring swash­ 
buckler, without administrative talent, but 
quite ready to out throats. The riot in 
Alexandria last Sunday was beyond question 
deliberately arranged by the sham Nation­ 
alist leaders, who appear to think they can 
count upon the forbearance of England 
and France, and especially upon their ap­ 
prehension as to what the l’orte may do if 
it once gets a footing in Egypt. No doubt 
the mob, as in all such cases, went much 
farther than had been intended, and what 
was probably meant ODly for a formidable 
demonstration ended in bloodshed. The 
popular sentiment once roused is not easily 
to be allayed, moreover, and the religious 
fanaticism always latent in Cairo and 
Alexandria makes residence in those cities 
both disagreeable and dangerons for Eu­ 
ropeans. The difficulties of the European 
powers, however, are very great. They 
are afraid to let Turkey undertake the 
suppression of the Egyptian mutiny, and 
they cannot themselves interfere unlees 
they are prepared to conquer Egypt 
and then bold her. If Tewfik Pasha 
possessed the firmness of his great ancester 
Mehemet Ali he would make short work 
of Arabi Bey and his backers, hut unfor­ 
tunately he is a very weak man, and con­ 
sequently he only makes the situation 
more embarrassing. At present it looks as 
if European intervention might be rendered 
unavoidable, as the sole alternative with 
allowing the Sultan to recover the sover­ 
eignty of Egypt, or permitting the Arabi 
Bey party to pull down all that the powers 


have done during the past ten years to re­ 
habilitate the finances and general govern­ 
ment of the county. 
The conquest of 
Kzypt, involving as it would only the dis­ 
persion of the little army and the clique 
of corrupt Pashas, would be far preferable 
to either of these alternatives. 


BISMARCK’S FISCAL MISTAKES. 
Prince Bismarck is of late floundering in 
a very sea of fiscal blunders, and as he 
grows older his financial crotchets become 
more extravagant. The Reichstag has just 
emphatically rejected his most audacious 
and enormously foolish and suicidal project 
for a monopoly of the tobacco trade by the 
State. He was actually prepared to ruin 
Bremen and to plange thousands of citi­ 
zens elsewhere into bankruptcy, in order 
to adopt a system which would have 
strengthened the Social-Democrats im­ 
mensely, and at the same time have weak­ 
ened not only the present government but 
all governments in Germany. It is really 
nothing less than wonderful that Bismarck 
should not have seen, or, seeing, should 
have ignored, this most dangerous phase of 
the experiment. 
Here are the Social- 
Democrats advocating a patent plan by 
which Paternalism in government is to be 
established, and everybody is to be coerced 
into being happy, and independence is to 
be administered by a democratic police, 
and equality is to be enforced at the point 
of the bayonet ; and Bismarck undertakes 
to give new lifo and consistence to the 
movement by adopting its principal doc­ 
trines and giving them the indorsement of 
the Government, Has he forgotten that 
the teachings of the Encyclopedists, which 
were so popular at first with the French 
Court and Nobility, finally led up to the 
Revolution which swept Court and Nobil­ 
ity away ? How long does he think it 
would be after his death before the Social- 
Democrats, re euforced by his example, 
found the means to carry his precedents 
a great deal further than he has ever 
dreamed of ? The fact is that if the to­ 
bacco monopoly had been forced upon Ger­ 
many the Government wonld in a short 
time have fonnd itself powerless to oppose 
the schemes of the Social-Democrats, for it 
wonld have joined them in effect. At 
present Bismarok is striving desperately to 
uphold his protective measures, which are 
already producing great dissatisfaction, and 
which have served to weaken his reputa­ 
tion greatly. All he can do, however, is to 
point to the example of the United States, 
and unless the members of the Reichstag 
are as ignorant of American statistics as hff 
himself appears to be, his opponents ought 
to make that infelicitous reference very 
awkward for him. The truth is that his 
internal policy has been for some time a 
succession of monstrous blunders. He has 
gone to Canossa. in spite of his boa9t, and, 
what is more, he has gone there for no 
consideration. He has given up every­ 
thing. and has received literally nothing in 
return. He has tinkered with the rev­ 
enues until he has produced depression in 
trade and general dissatisfaction. He has 
proposed the most fatuoas and ruinous 
measures. And when these are rejected he 
seems incapable of anything bnt abusing 
his opponents. It is to be feared that he 
is preparing a very troublesome period for 
his and his master’s successors. 


CHANDLER ON THE NAVY. 
Secretary Chandler has been making a 
speech to the New Hampshire Clnb, in 
which he exhibited the deplorable condi­ 
tion of the United States Navy, and urged 
the necessity of action. The American peo­ 
ple are certainly perfectly willing and even 
anxious that the navy should be restored 
to usefulness. They are aware that they 
have been paying out enough money every 
year for this purpose to have a good navy. 
If it is a mere sham, as Secretary Chandler 
declares, the responsibility rests upon Con­ 
gress and the Navy Department. There is 
no reason why we should be without effi­ 
cient war vessels to-day. The country has 
never refused the necessary appropriations. 
The two hundred millions which have been 
squandered during the past ten years in 
our navy yards would and onght to have 
provided a fine navy. Considering the cir­ 
cumstances, we are at a loss to perceive 
the object of Secretary Chandler’s com­ 
plaint. Obvionsly what ia wanted is a 
complete reorganization of the Navy De­ 
partment, bnt he does not suggest anything 
of that kind, and he is in fact in a manner 
bonnd, from hiB party affiliations and offi­ 
cial position, to maintain that the existing 
system is the best possible one. The prac­ 
tical way to obtain a navy, unfortunately, 
does not commend itself to Congress. So 
long as ships are built as they have been in 
our navy yards hitherto, it is idle to look 
for any better results than have been al­ 
ready reached. If the country is resolved 
to have a navy, it must begin by insisting 
upon reform in the Government. 
Mr. Chandler, however, has other and 
exceedingly dim and vague ideas. He ap­ 
pears to think that there ia some connec­ 
tion between the decadence of the navy 
and the decline of our foreign trade, and 
he seems to believe that the way to restore 
the latter is to pay subsidies to Mr. John 
Roach. This will not answer, Mr. Chand­ 
ler. The causes which affect our foreign 
trade cannot be reached in that way. Fay­ 
ing subsidies to steamers will not modify 
the tariff, and it is the tariff, and nothing 
else, which is destroying our foreign trade. 
If American manufacturers could go into 
Sooth American markets and compete on 
equal terms with foreign manufacturers, 
they would very soon restore the foreign 
trade. But this the tariff prevents them 
from doing, and it wonld not change the 
conditions at all to pay Mr. John Roach to 
run steamers to Brazil or anywhere else. 
When, moreover, Mr. Chandler asserts 
that England subsidizes her vessels, and 
infers that it is because of those subsidies 
that her foreign trade ia so great, he mis­ 
represents the facts. AU England does is 
to pay certain vessels for carrying the 
mails. These payments have nothing to 
do with the foreign trade. If English 
merchants could not compete with their 
rivals in foreign markets, the subsidizing 
of mail steamers would not help them, and 
neither can such a plan help us. If we 
want the South American trade we can 
have it at any time. All that is necessary 
to that end is to remove the restrictions 
upon commerce which the tariff imposes. 
There is no other way to do it, however, 
and Mr. Chandler's proposition is alto­ 
gether impracticable. 
In fact it is a melancholy spectacle to 
see a man of ability rise and bring a 
formidable indictment against his party, 
aud then propose to remedy matters by 
doing something which is altogether ir­ 
relevant to the issue. The decline of our 
navy and the loss of our foreign trade are 
both due to causes which Mr. Chandler 
is doing his best to maintain in operation. 
The remedy for the first is honesty, effi­ 
ciency and skill. 
The remedy for the 
second is tariff reform. Yet Mr. Chandler 
is not prepared to adopt either of theso 
remedies, bnt directs all his attention to 
the subsidizing of vessels, or, in other 
wcrds, the manufacture of a make-believe 


commerce. 
No doubt Mr. John Roach 
and plenty of other people can be induced 
to build and run lines of steamers any 
where if the Government will pay them for 
doing so. But will Mr. Chandler tell us 
what advantage there could possibly he 
in such au arrangement to the people of 
the United States ? The latter certainly 
do not want a sham foreign trade. They 
have no object in cheating themselves 
with a fictitious commerce. They want to 
be able to make money by buying and sell­ 
ing abroad, and they cannot do that by 
subsidizing vessels. The only sound and 
healthy trade íb that which is self-sup­ 
porting. In this case, however, Congress 
first tics the legs and arms of commerce, 
and then goes about seeking means 
whereby it may be made to go. The way 
to solve this problem is to cut the bonds 
which restrain it. Then it will need no 
machinery to urge it along, and no Gov­ 
ernment subsidies to bolster it up from 
behind. 
Mr. Chandler says that we can beat Eu­ 
rope in manufacturing goods. 8 ery well, 
but what is the use of our superior ability 
if, when the goods are manufactured, we 
cannot sell them abroad ? Really the talk 
of the protectionists about foreign trade is 
puerile in the extreme. They first hamper 
and tie up commerce, and then they 
complain that it does not prosper. It is 
suffering from their ignorant and perverse 
tinkering, and from nothing else, and if 
they could only be persuaded to take their 
meddliDg hands off it, everything would 
go on well. But it is safe enough to pre­ 
dict that we Bhall not have a navy or a 
respectable foreign trade so long as those 
who are at the head of affairs refuse to 
recognize the true nature of the difficulties 
against which they are contending so 
uselessly. 
The official folly which has 
wasted two hundred millions in ten years, 
and has not produced» single effective ves­ 
sel in all that time, cannot be trusted to 
do any better in the future. The whole 
system of ship-building must be reorgan­ 
ized before there can be any hope of a 
practical outcome, and unfortunately that 
ia what Secretary Chandler appears to 
have no idea of. He can bewail the de­ 
cadence of the navy, but he caDnot sug­ 
gest any way by which it shall be restored 
to its former prestige. This is discourag­ 
ing, and we are disposed to think that the 
people will presently insist upon a return 
to business methods by those who control 
the Government, or, in default of improve­ 
ment on their part, a revolution in the 
management of public affairs. For assur­ 
edly the incompetence which is the chief 
characteristic of all navy yard performances 
will not and cannot be tolerated much 
longer.

KEEPING ALIVE THE SACRED FIRE. 
It is of importance to know what pro­ 
gress is being made in maintaining and 
handing down those treasures of Literature 
which constitute the soul of civilization. 
For though it may be possible for the ma­ 
jority of mankind to be occupied with ma­ 
terial cares and pleasures, and ephemeral 
and frivolous concerns, it is very certain 
that if such pursuits absorbed the whole 
of the race, it would require few genera­ 
tions to extinguish the culture, the learn­ 
ing, the arts and sciences, which distin­ 
guish the nineteenth century from the 
prehistoric ages. It is the few zealous stu­ 
dents and thinkers who keep alive the sa­ 
cred fire, and hand it down in undintin- 
iahed splendor; and it ia therefore of con­ 
sequence to know where these same high 
priests of civilization dwell. In many dis 
cussions concerning the relative progress of 
town and country, the palm of intellect­ 
ual pre eminence has been awarded to the 
former. Thus Holmes speaks of the way 
in which a city like Boston drains a great 
intellectual watershed, attracting to itself 
whatever is best among the rural mind- 
products. And no doubt great cities have 
this tendency, because they present con­ 
spicuous advantages to the studious and to 
the ambitions. But the great cities are 
few in number, and the small towns are 
legion, and when we come to consider 
whether the small towns possess the same 
advantages over the country, we shall dis- 
oover some facts which may surprise as. 
W e have for some time past been inquir­ 
ing into this matter as far as was possible, 
and the results of such inquiry have been 
curious. Thus we have found that in many 
parts of rural California there exists a 
literary taste such as can scarcely be dis­ 
cerned at all in the towns. We do not 
forget that the possession of considerable 
libraries in the towns tends to conceal the 
existence of this kind of taste, since 
students are not obliged to order their 
books, whereas in the country whoever 
would Btudy must first buy. But when 
due allowance has been made for this con­ 
sideration we are still of opinion that the 
guardians cf the sacred fire dwell more in 
the country than in the towns. In the 
great West we believe that this tendency 
is much more marked. In Illinois and Iowa 
and Nebraska and Indiana there are thou­ 
sands of farmers who enjoy every comfort 
and many luxuries, aud in whose pleasant 
homes refinement and culture will be found. 
In those beautiful western homes Litera­ 
ture, Music, Art, are fostered and cared 
for. The best books are procured, read 
and discussed. The development of the 
intellect is sedulously attended to. The 
comparative isolation of the country life 
affords full opportunity for mental cultiva­ 
tion, and in place of the inane round of 
frivolous amusements which too often con­ 
stitutes the active life of city residents, 
these fortunately-situated people are en­ 
abled to grow evenly and strongly, and to 
build up sound minds in healthy bodieB. 
And as the life of the city seems to tend 
more and more to emptiness and frivolity, 
it may be that we shall have to depend more 
and more upon the country for the salva­ 
tion end perfection of the nation. City 
life docs not grow more intellectual as 
time passes, but less so. The love and 
understanding of literature, which are 
necessary to the establishment of any real 
culture, are practically unknown among 
us. We have schools and colleges and 
even a university, but it is not apparent 
that the current educational methods de­ 
velop in the rising generation any genuine 
appreciation of these subjects. We seem 
to be producing a generation which pos­ 
sesses little or no valuable knowledge of 
any kind ; a generation which is essential­ 
ly frivolous in its conceptions and 
aims ; which is contented with senBtious 
gratifications ; which neither understands 
nor seeks to understand the higher things 
of life. We are developing a generation 
of pithless characters; of schoolboys who 
decline to join a Fourth of July parade on 
the ground that they “ don’t want to have 
“ to walk in the dust;” of people who are 
not even animated by the contemplation of 
what their ancestors have done for them, 
and are content to sit with folded hands 
and let whoso pleases undertake their part 
in the world’s work. It is not surprising 
that with such indications there should be 
arising a general plaint because of the 
dearth of great characters among us. 
Bat if these are the deficiencies of the 


city life, it is all the more encouraging to 
find that far away from cities there still 
live many men and women who have not 
yet bent the knee to Baal; who are 
studying and inquiring and working and 
thinking earnestly and seriously and con­ 
tinuously ; and who are assuredly spread­ 
ing around them the strong and vivifying 
influence of their self-helpful spirit, and 
watering the parched soil of many a 
neglected mind. Far away in many a 
little miniDg village and sequestered valley 
these patient and retiring guardians 
of the Sacred Fire are attending to 
their duties. 
It is only by research 
that they are to be discovered, for 
they never thrust themselves forward. 
But it is to these book-buyers and book- 
readers, these students and unambitious 
philosophers, that we shall owe the perpet­ 
uation of our civilization, just as the men 
of the present day owe the preservation 
of Learning to the monastic establish­ 
ments of the Middle Ages. They are but 
few in numbers comparatively. The great 
throng of men struggles and pushes 
forward, lured by material temptations, 
and so degraded by the sordidness of their 
everyday pursuits, that when the goal is 
won their minds are spoiled beyond cure 
for higher considerations. Amid all this 
clamor and strife the little band of guard­ 
ians of the Sacred Fire pursue the even 
tenor of their way. 
The dust-soiled 
prizes of the marketplace offer no attrac­ 
tions for them. Their eyes are fixed npon a 
luminous figure which Btands, half revealed 
and half withdrawn, npon the farthest slope 
of the horizon, bathed in the tender twi­ 
light. Truth is their goal, and toward her 
far removed but serene and majestic count­ 
enance they turn their patient yet expect­ 
ant eyes continually, excluding from their 
miudsall thought of material gain, learning 
every day something new, toiling pain­ 
fully yet joyfully onward in a path 
which, whatever its difficulties, ever and 
always leads upward. Content with the 
pleasures of Literature, and resolute not to 
barter that contentment for all the un­ 
intellectual 
portion mankind 
deems 
precious. Such are the guardians of the 
Sacred Fire. Let us honor them wherever 
they dwell, whether in city or in country. 


KASSON ON POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 
In a debate in the House on political 
assessments Kaeson of Iowa observed that 
he was as ready a9 any man to oppose aDy 
system under which men were coerced by 
political pressure to pay such assessments, 
hut that they ought not to be prevented 
from making voluntary contributions if 
they wished to do so. The answer to this 
is that it is impossible to draw the line be­ 
tween coercion and voluntary contribution. 
When the head of a department causes it 
to be given out that he will be pleased to 
receive voluntary contributions from all 
his subordinates, for campaign purposes, 
the effect of the announcement upon every 
one of these subordinates is precisely 
equivalent to that of a positive order to 
pay down the money. For every such 
subordinate fears, and with ample reason, 
that if be does not pay the assessment he 
will he thenceforth marked for slaughter, 
and that at the first favorable opportunity 
he will be discharged. 
It will not do 
for 
Mr. Kasson to pretend 
that 
the so-called “ voluntary contribution ” 
method 
is 
anything 
more 
than 
a 
thin disguise. 
It is 
simply 
coating the pill with sugar; but the sugar- 
coating does not diminish the potency 
of the drugs exhibited. The truth is that 
it is not possible to solicit contributions for 
political purposes from office-holders with­ 
out exerting pressure upon them ; and for 
this reason it is necessary that the practice 
should be relinquished. And why should 
office-holders be pestered with these solic­ 
itations, unless the spoils principle is still 
believed in by the Republican managers ? 
There is much leBS justification for ap­ 
proaching them than for passing the hat 
round among the masses of the party. The 
latter is the only defensible practice. 
Whoever possesses political convictions 
ought to be willing to contribute something 
to assist in maintaining them. Office-hold­ 
ers, however, are mere public servants, 
who are supposed to give full service for 
their salaries, and who, therefore, do not 
owe the party anything. The whole prac­ 
tice of political assessments is corrupting 
and wrong, and it cannot be excused by 
pretending that they are “ voluntary.” 


WAQES AND TARIFF. 
At the annual dinner of the New York 
Free Trade Club the other day very many 
good speeches were made by prominent 
members of the Club. We have already 
noticed the principal address, by David A. 
Wells, but Frank H. Hurd made a very 
effective speech also. Among other points 
made by him was the following: "H e 
“ said the protectionists deceived the work­ 
ingm en by the pretense that protection 
“ and high wages go together, when the 
“ fact is that free trade and high wages go 
“ together. To-day the wages of England 
“ are fifty per cent, higher than they were 
“ in the days of protection before 1846, 
“ and more than fifty percent, higher than 
“ in any of the protective countries of Eu- 
"rope. In 1880, the most ‘ booming ’ year 
“ for all American interests at home and 
“ abroad, the actual pro rata wages of En- 
“ glish laborers were higher than the wages 
“ paid to our laborers. The fact is that we 
“ can only increase our national wealth by 
“ trading with the whole world, by throw­ 
in g down every barrier to commercial 
“ and industrial enterprise.” The Ameri. 
can workingmen appear to have found out 
that protection does not protect them, and 
her.ee the enormons strikes at present dis­ 
turbing all the industries of the protected 
States, When they reach the point of 
comprehending that the tariff is responsible 
for the pinch which has impelled them to 
strike under the most hopeless conditions, 
they will be in a fair way to coerce Con 
gress by their votes into granting them and 
the rest of the country relief from that in­ 
cubus. 


THE NEME3IS OF IGNATIEFF. 
Iguatieff has fallen because he deserved 
to fall, and also because his presumption 
was more than a match for his capacity. 
He was foolish enough to believe that he 
could stand up against the concentrated 
wrath of the Jews and the Germans; two of 
the most powerful agencies in the world at 
present. He hated the Jews and he hated 
the Germans, and they have together be­ 
gun to repay his hatred. The Jews owe 
him a deep debt of enmity, and we do not 
believe that they regard it as settled by 
his dismissal from the ministry. The 
Germans have not yet been driven ont of 
Russia, and they, too, can make them­ 
selves felt at the Court. It may be true 
that the Russian Government has not 
gained much by the substitution of Count 
Tolstoi for Ignatieff, but it has certainly 
gained one very notable thing, namely, 
relief frcm the burning disgrace which that 
sinister statesman’s dark policy against 
the Jews inflicted upon it. Ignatieff would 
have isolated Russia in this way, and 


would have brought her into conflict with 
Germany. Tolstoi will, if permitted, cnl- 
tivate the Fanslavistic sentiment, and 
generally speaking lead the country back­ 
wards. He, however, if ultra conserva­ 
tive and fossilized, has some sense of na­ 
tional honor, and that is what Ignatieff 
always lacked. Being himself an unscru­ 
pulous knave, he never could credit 
any one else with honesty. 
It is not 
probable that he will have a second op­ 
portunity, however. He has abused his 
opening, and has not succeeded in getting 
the Czar into his toils. Henceforth he is 
likely to have enough to do to Bave him­ 
self from the deadly enemies be has so 
wantonly created. 


WILL BE APPEALED. 
By reference to our San Francisco dis­ 
patches this morning it will be seen that 
the Miners' Union intend to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. The ground of this action 
is the allegation that until the Supreme 
Court has affirmed Judge Temple’s decis- 
sion it cannot be made the basis of a def­ 
inite arrangement. The Miners’ Union 
also suggest that the proposal for a com­ 
promise should come from the victorious 
side. A dispatch from Marysville yester­ 
day morning indicated a disposition on the 
part of that community to enter into snch 
an agreement as the R ecord U nion bas 
already proposed. The Wheatland farmers 
on their part have made haste to express 
dissatisfaction with Judge Temple’s decis- 
sion, and to declare that they will not 
accept any proposition of the kind. They 
also say that they will be satisfied with 
nothing less than the complete purification 
of the river. 
This would involve tyte 
stoppage of all mining—drift, quartz and 
seam, as well as hydraulic—and they 
will certainly not be sustained by the 
people of California generally in so extrav­ 
agant a position. It is to be regretted that 
they should have acted with so much haste 
and so little reflection, for when the sober 
second thought comes we believe they 
will perceive the desirability of accepting 
the protection and the advantages which 
the law has given them ; the more particu­ 
larly since Judge Temple has taken a po­ 
sition which is very unlikely to be mod­ 
ified by the appellate Court. Notwith­ 
standing their present attitude, in short, 
we shall continue to entertain hopes that 
they may be brought to a more temperate, 
sensible and conciliatory frame of mind, 
and that they will ultimately consent to be 
satisfied with the protection of their prop­ 
erty, and will relinquish the thought of 
pushing the hydraulic miners to ruin, un­ 
necessarily.

ROSECRANS AND GARFIELD. 
General Rosecrans appears to be singu­ 
larly gifted with indiscretion, and not less 
prone to detraction, For several months 
he has been trying to impeach the memory 
of President Garfield, yet he has proceeded 
in so blundering a fashion that be has only 
succeeded thus far in injuring his own rep­ 
utation. The recent publication of a few 
of Garfield's letters has had the effect of 
increasing his activity in this very ques­ 
tionable pursuit, but he has once more 
failed to make h¡3 representations connect, 
and haviDg cited another citizen as author­ 
ity, has had the satisfaction of seeing his 
statement promptly repudia’ed as false. 
It is, as we on a former occasion remarked, 
ouly surprising that Garfield should at one 
time have entertained a high opinion of 
Rosecrans, for it is evident that the latter 
is a particularly erratic, untrustworthy aud 
maliciously disposed person. If Girfield 
criticised him, we have no doubt that he 
amply deserved it, and it is a great pity 
that Garfield’s generous nature should have 
led him to defend in Congress a man whose 
mean and spiteful disposition has impelled 
him to insult the dead in this most discred­ 
itable manner. Perhaps, however, Rose­ 
crans thinks that by attacking the memory 
of Garfield lie will recommend himself to 
his Democratic constituency, and thu9 se­ 
cure a renomiuation. 


A FERVER8E ARRANGEMENT. 
The selection of the Tariff Commission 
appears to have been made upon the lowest 
possible considerations. There is not one 
name of note upon it. The two men of 
national reputation who were at first ap 
pointed, have declined to serve. It looks as 
though men who respect themselves cannot 
be induced to sit along with a number of 
stool pigeons and dummies who are noto 
rioualy put there for no other purpose than 
to block the wheels of tariff reform, and to 
act as attorneys for the great protected 
interests. Considering that these protected 
interests constitute a very small percentage 
of the American people ; considering that 
it is impossible to show that even so many 
as five million out of fifty million souls are 
benefited by the present tariff; it might 
bave been thought that a due respect for 
the rights of the majority would have 
moved Mr. Arthur to appoint on this Com­ 
mission men who could at least be trusted 
to make an honest showing of the situa­ 
tion. But he has done nothing of tho kind. 
He has not even allowed the majority, 
that is to say, nine-tenths of the nation, 
representation on the Commission. If he 
hmd given the protectionists full power to 
make all the nominations he could not 
have played into their hands more com­ 
pletely. And in doing this he has practi­ 
cally given it to be understood that this 
little clique of greedy and rapacious plun­ 
derers control the Administration. That 
was not a statesmanlike thing to do, and 
it will assuredly make trouble hereafter for 
the Republican party.

It is stated that the Chinese Govern­ 
ment has decided to send back about fifty 
of the students who were so suddenly re­ 
called from American educational institu­ 
tions last year. The brother to the Sun 
and Moon and hi3 advisers have probably 
discovered that Yale and Harvard professors 
do not seek to inculcate a hatred of Con­ 
fucius and MenciuB, and that their teach­ 
ings are not dangerons to the Celestial 
dynasty or to Chinese civilization. Never* 
theless, the lot of these students is not a

THE LAW MUST BE ENFORCED. 
The powers conferred upon the Horti­ 
cultural Society and the Viticultural So­ 
ciety, for the prevention of the dissemina­ 
tion of disease through the vehicles in which 
fruit is carried, are most clearly in the 
pnblic interest, and mnst be enforced, In 
the absence of such police regulations it 
is possible for one negligent fruit-grower 
to spread disease all over the State, aud 
it is plainly not tolerable that any one 
should be allowed thus to injure their 
neighbors. We see that proceedings have 
been instituted against Lusk & Co., of San 
Francisco, for not disinfecting fruit-boxes 
received by them from the country. It 
is apparently claimed on their part that 
the boxes complained of were disinfected 
previously to being filled, but it is evident 
that the dealers cannot be made the 
judges of what is necessary in this regard, 
and that the regulations instituted by the 
Horticultural Society and its Chief Execu­ 
tive Officer must control all who are en­ 
gaged in the fruit business. We trust 
that no factions resistance will be attempted 
to this system of protective measures, for 
Users oftn be no question as to the need for 
such action, and it is decidedly the inter­ 
est of the fruit-dealers as well as of the 
fruit-growers that disease should be kept 
from propagation.

What la Being Done About the Celebra­ 
tion of the Fourth of July. 
The Fourth of July General Committee 
met last evening at the Court-house, Mayor 
Brown presiding. The First Ward Commit­ 
tee reported $7 50 more collected. The Third 
Ward Committee reported $357 collected. It 
also said that the ward had not been as thor­ 
oughly canvassed as it shoold be ; the ward 
ought to contribute $600 or $700. The mat­ 
ter was discussed at length. It was found 
that the committee would be $600 short of 
expenses. The money must be raised. The 
people were able and ought to give it. The 
plan of the celebration was not out of pro­ 
portion to the importance of the city or the 
ability of the people. The $3,000 must be 
had, or else striking features of the celebra­ 
tion must be abandoned. The meeting re­ 
solved to appoint a special committee at 
large, and named as such committee D. 
Lubin, Fred Kim, J. N. Larkin, Mayor 
Brown, W. A. Houghton, G. W. Kicks, T. 
H. Berkey, J. T. Carey, W. E. Gerber, 
Judge W. A. Henry. Mr. Lubin, being the 
first named on the list, requested the com­ 
mittee to meet at his office at 8 a. M. Thurs­ 
day next, sharp. 
A long discussion was had over the propri­ 
ety of informing the Fantastic* that, as the 
collections fell below the original estimate, 
they should be given but $300, as other de­ 
partments were being curtailed in like man­ 
ner ; but finally the whole matter was re­ 
ferred to the Finance Committee to consult 
with the Fantastic*, in case the $3,000 cannot 
be rabed. The meeting then went over the 
estimates cf the cost of the celebration ana 
found that it had incurred liabilities esti­ 
mated at $2,162, without including music. 
The question as to what should be paid for 
bands was then discussed at length. The 
feeling and expression was that the meeting 
will not submit to exorbitant charges for brass 
bands, but will in preference turn out with 
drums and fifes in the procession. Finally it 
was stated what figures at least two music 
corps expected, and the whole matter was re­ 
ferred to the Music Committee, with full 
power to act. The meeting voted $100 to the 
i’aid Fire Department, $200 to the Printing 
Committee, $100 for the boys’ representa­ 
tion of 
States and Territories, $85 
for the Continental Guard and the George 
and Martha Washington representation. Mr. 
Hamilton reported that Mr. McNassar had 
contributed the use of four gray horses to 
draw the “ Washington” carriage. Grand 
Marañal Berkey reported that the truckmen 
of the city had arranged to turn out and 
furnish transportation for the children of the 
Protestant Orphan Asylum ; that the OJd 
Fellows’ battalion would be in line in full; 
that he had notice already of many lodges of 
civic societies that would be ia line by dele­ 
gations, and be had reason to believe that 
the procession would be the largest, best and 
most attractive ever seen in the city. From 
all quarters he was receiving the most en­ 
couraging reports. He desired then and 
there to notify all committees, and all bodies 
to take part, that there should be no standing 
in either sun or shade waiting for tardy par­ 
ticipants. Everybody must lie reafy at the 
appointed hour for the moving cf the pro­ 
cession. He should move it at that hour if 
he went alone. He had 290 children in the 
line, and they should not be wearied by wait­ 
ing, nor should they be kept standing in the 
line waiting for cars, societies or any other 
participants. 
All the children should 
be under 
roof-shelter iu 
a proper 
building until the moment came to march 
into the line. The march should not be too 
long for the children, but within their pjwers 
easily. 
He had a committee already ap­ 
pointed from his aids to see that on the route 
of the march the boys are furnished with 
clear cool (but not iced) water. Every at­ 
tention should be given to the comfort of the 
children, and he wished parents to under­ 
stand that their boys should suffer no incon­ 
venience, but rather be pleased and benefited 
b> the march. 
In conclusion the Grand 
Marshal desired all societies and bodies in­ 
tending to participate to give immediate 
notice that he might have ample time to ar­ 
range bis programme for the procession to the 
perfect satisfaction of all. The meeting then 
adjuirned until Friday evening next, and the 
Music Committee went into session and ar­ 
ranged for bids for bands.

R svlvál of the G range—A Lesson to W heat- 
Growers—F ailu ie 
of th e W heat - 
Growers* Association. 


One of the original ideas of the founders 
of the Grange was, through its influence, to 
bring together the farmers of the North and 
South, ar.d in this way help to wear away the 
feeling of eatrangeiuent of the two section* 
caused by the civil war. 
A great deal of 
pain* was taken to introduce the Grange into 
the Southern States, and although at first the 
Southern farmers seemed to look upon it with 
indifference, if not suspicion, a few years suf­ 
ficed to plant it in every State and county of 
the South as well a3 of the North. The good 
will towards all the producing classes pervad­ 
ing the ritual and instructions by degrees 
won respectful consideration wherever, North 
or South, the institution was established. 
Northern uien were sent South to organize 
local Granges, and Southern men were Bent 
North Í >r the same purpose, and in this way 
gradually a better feeling was cultivated 
between the fanners 
North and South. 
Then when the National Grange, com- 
pr sed 
oí 
the 
Masters 
of 
all 
the 
State Granges, met, there was a convention of 
representative producers from every part of 
the I’aion, called together for the purposes 
of social culture, practical education and gen­ 
erally to improve the condition of those they 
represented. They came together under the 
significant and comprehensive term of broth­ 
ers, and without exception the meeting was 
mutually cordial and agreeable. 
Ia tbeir in­ 
tercourse one with the other they found they 
were brothers not only in name but in reality. 
The condition of the farmer, both North 
and South, was not in many respecta w hat in 
a great free nation—the leading agricultural 
nation cf the earth—it ought to be, and 
theee representative farmers have pledged 
themsalvc8 and their constituents to go to 
work in good earnest to improve that condi­ 
tion. In many particulars success has crowned 
their cffi.rU both North and South. Farmers 
throughout the country have, through the 
inflnenes of the Grange meetings, become 
better acquainted with each other. They 
have by degrees worn away that shyness and 
suspicion ot each other which isolation begets, 
and have cultivated much closer and more 
elevating social relations. Not only has this 
influence been exerted over the men, but the 
women and children have been brought within 
the sphere of the Grange iLfluence ; and here 
particuUily is the social tide of the Grange 
bearing good fruit. The Grange is elevating 
the poéition of the farmer a wiie above that 
of a mere drudge ia the kitchen, and making 
of her au independent thinking being. It is 
inspiring her with higher hopes, higher am­ 
bitions, and is educating her to fill a higher 
standard in sueiety than she has in the past 
occupied. The social and educational it flu- 
ences of the GraDge have more than fulfilled 
the anticipations of the founders. 
At the last meeting of the National Grange 
every State in the Union was represented, 
and the standard of general intelligence among 
its member* showed a great advance over 
that of the earlier convention*. The last 
National meeting brought together the ele­ 
vating and educational results of over a dozen 
year* of thought and study of an entire class 
of people directed especially to the improve­ 
ment of that class. It is becoming evident 
to all thoughtful people in the Grange that 
the organization is doing more than any o.her 
influei.ee or organization, political, social or 
educational, in the country, to create a real 
united feeling between the masses North and 
South, to spread eubstantial and p&rcric&l 
patriotism throughout the country, and to 
raise the standard of general intelligence 
amjog the entire agricultural community of 
the nation. The Grange excludes all strictly 
party questions relating to the politics of 
the country from consideration in its meet­ 
ings, and heretofore the political influence 
of the Grange has beeu 
comparatively 
small, but any organization that brings bo 
large a clatB of citizens together for the con­ 
sideration of questions affecting that class, 
and that is hiving bo great aa influence over 
the social, moral and educational standing of 
its membership, cannot long remain without 
influence ia the politics and in every depart­ 
ment of the local and general government* of 
the country. There is not another voluntary 
organization in the country capable of exert­ 
ing s) grent and powerful an influence over 
the political and bucict** interests as is the 
Grange, ai-d we predict the day is not far 
distast when that influence will be exerted 
and ftifc. The intelligence of the Grange 
membership is now equal to the scrutinizing 
consideration of ell practical questions of po­ 
litical economy, as the tariff protection and 
free tradp, and these questions will, ia the 
Grange, be divested or political bias aud 
prejudice and be considered in their true 
bearing on the industries of the country. 
The relations of trade and commerce and of 
the manufacturing interests to agriculture 
are being studied by the farmers in their 
meetings, and the time is coming when the 
Granges will be able to exert their power and 
influence to correct the wrongs that have 
grown up in these relations as against the 
farmers. 1: has always been admitted by 
the greatest statesmen of our land that the 
virtue of the country and the stability of the 
government rested in the country, and that 
it needfd but an occasion to call out this 
virtue and cause it to bs exerted in favor of 
* such stability. The Grange is a practical 
organization of 
that virtue iu advance 
of the occasion. But one step precedes an­ 
other. The Grange has taught the farmers 
the power of organization, and through the 
present organization they begin to tee the 
occasi on of other and closer and stronger or­ 
ganizations. They begin to see now that 
owing to the existence of such closer and 
stronger organizations among other classes, 
and to the absence of them among the farm­ 
ers, the farmers have been falling behind in 
the road to individual inflaecca and individ­ 
ual wealth. They begiu to see that the rep­ 
resentation of the farmers as a clas3 in our 
halls of legislation is far below that cf any 
other bmicese class. They begin to see that 
the great business combinations and corpora­ 
tions of the country are composed of and 
managed by those who live and grow rich on 
handling the produce of the farmer. They 
begin to see that the rich and influential men 
of the nation—tho millionaires—have been 
made so by their connections with aud 
their 
management 
of 
these 
corpora­ 
tions iu their own intereets and against 
the interests of agriculture. 
While 
the 
farmers W3re without organization iu a busi­ 
ness Way and divided politically, they were 
powerless to correct wrongs growing out of 
the political cr bur ness combination* of the 
c untry. Bat uow that they are organized, 
and through this organization see tbeir weak­ 
ness for want of other and stronger organiza­ 
tions, they do not propose to remain power­ 
less much longer. A fuller realization of 
these busine.-u relations of the farmers to 
other classes is having its influence just now 
in a revival ot the Grange. Accessions to the 
Grange are more rapid at this time than at any 
other period since its first organization, and 
these accessions are, to a great extent, now 
being made for buduess cou-id ¿ration s. The 
farmers are becoming tired of a single-handed 
content, with the incorporated wealth and in­ 
fluence cf the nation against them. They do 
not propose ia the future to remain quiet and 
inactive complainants of the wrongs and op­ 
pressions that are practiced upon them, but 
they will meet organized power and influence 
with organizad power and influence. They 
will meet corporations with corporations. 
They will accept and take advantage of the 
machinery necessary to success. They will 
move with the spirit of the age. 


A Lesson to W heat-Growers, 
If the wheat growers of this State needed 
another lesson in favor of summer-fallowing 
their lands for wheat, the present seas n 
eeems calculated to afford that les3on. The 
rainfall for the present season has been but 
about three-fourths the average rainfall for 
the past thirty year?, and the proportion of 
drying north winds for tho season has been 
considerably above tho average. The result 
has been a severo Usfc of the capacity of 
the soil to retain 
moisture sufficient to 
matura wheat. There are some local ex- 
ceptiou.--, but generally throughout the State 
there wiii be about half a crop. The uni­ 
versal reports are, hjwever, th t the crops on 
lands summer fallowed will be much better 
that those on lands winter ¡.lowed and sown. 
The reports are cqnally universal that where 
the summei-fallowed lands were plowed the 
second time they have retained the nniilure 
much batter and will produce bettrr crops 
than these plowed but once. This lessen is 
but the samo as that which experience hag 
taught iir.ce the earliest bfat.wy cf wheat 
culture. We have it in Roman history that 
the bent crops of wheat were preducad 
on 
land* 
br ktn 
up 
in 
the 
epxir.g 
and plowed and 
cultivated during the 
summer previous to seeding. The e.rlieat 
writers on agriculture in Great Britain b¿ar 
witr.e83 to the earne experience among the 
wheit. fa m en of that couu’ry. The history 
of wheat, growing every whei© i* to the same 
effect. A lesson so universally taught ¿arc ugh 


so long a period of time, it would seem, ought 
to be heeded more generally than it is. 
Why 
do farmers plow and sow ut a l l I s it not to 
secure compensation for their labor and out­ 
lays? Wny, then, not so direct that labor 
aud so expend their money as to iuaure the 
beet returiiH? Why go on from year to year 
persistently cultivating the soil iu an inferior 
manner, whea 
it 
b well 
known that 
this mode of cultivation will bring only 
inferior crops and inferior profits? Why 
will 
men 
who 
know 
the 
right, 
the 
wrong pursue? Why will men eo manage 
their business affairs that they can obtain but 
two per cent, on their capital invested, when 
they can ju-;t as well have four per cent, for 
the same investment ? This ia not the way 
successful bcsinest men manage. It is not 
the way farmers should manage. We often 
wonder why agriculture does 
not keep 
abreast with other industries in the way of 
improvement; but when we see farmers 
year after year, and century after century, 
so recklessly careless of the teachings of ex- 
¡•erience, there is, we confess, no reason to 
wonder. Nature is especially tho farmer’s 
teacher, and yet nature’s teachings are habit­ 
ually disregarded and treated with indiffer­ 
ence by those whose interests would be served 
by paying strict attention to those teachings. 
In this State, as early as 1803, tho first dry 
seas m after tho general planting of wheat 
commenced, the advantages of summer-fal­ 
lowing were brought very directly to the at­ 
tention 
of 
farmers by communications 
called out by the writer from the few 
farmers 
who 
had 
that 
year, 
as an 
experiment si-wn a few acres in this manner, 
and harvested good average crops from the 
field so cultivated, notwithstandic g crops of 
winter sown grain were very generally a total 
failure. It is useless to discuss the philosophi­ 
cal reasons why summer-fallowed land p.o 
duces so much better than winter-plowed 
land. 
Kvery farmer knows that it does so, 
and every farmer knows the reasons why, and 
yet more than half the wheat to be harvested 
this season was sown on land prepared only 
by winter plowing. 
We sometimes think 
that an entire failure of all winter-sown grain 
would, notwithstanding the great immediate 
loss to the farmers, prove a bent fit, by em­ 
phasizing the lesson of nature in this regard ; 
and yet we are not certain that even such 
striking emphasis would do any good. It is 
not that every farmer does not know the 
value of good cultivation, but knowing, they 
carelessly neglect their own interests.

Failure cf the Wheat-Growers’Association. 
About a year and a half ago a few wheat- 
farmers who were holding their crops for 
more satisfactory prices, and who believed 
that dealers in and transporters of wheat 
were exercising an influence to keep down 
prices, and thus take an undue advantage of 
them, met in this city and drew up and sent 
out a circular letter to the prominent wheat- 
farmers of the State, asking them to meet 
in Convention on a certain day at San 
Francisco for consultation in regard to the 
situation. A large number of those addressed 
met in accordance with the rt quest, aud 
organized 
themselves 
into a permanent 
Wheat-Growers’ Convention. 
They ap­ 
pointed 
committees to inquire into the 
amount of wheat in the State; to look into 
the matter of transportation to market, and 
as to supply in other countries and causes of 
depression of prices. The committees acted 
in their several departments and reported 
at subsequent meetings of the Convention. 
But the action of the Convention and its 
committees were in all things such as to place 
them completely in the hands and under the 
influence of those whom they suspected of 
wrong-doing. 
The Association during its 
entire existence never undertook to learn in 
an independent manner and through chan­ 
nels of their own creation the real causes of 
the evils they complained of, and consequently 
they were never in a position to apply a 
remedy. They continued to meet and con­ 
sult, however, for nearly a year, as often as 
ones a month, but during all the time their 
meetings and consultations wera practically 
open and public, and all their movements 
end plans were known to those at whose 
hands they complained of ill treatment. As 
a result, when the last meeting was held 
there were but a few present and they ad­ 
journed sine die. The eutire effort was a 
failure, because they never took the proper 
measures to put themselves in possession of the 
proper information to render the Association 
of service to its members. 
In the meantime 
several of the most active members of the 
Association sold their wheat at rates that 
caused them great losses. The first object 
of organization among farmers should be to 
place themselves in ¡obsession of knowledge 
upon which to base action. This knowledge 
must come through independent and reliable 
sources in no way connected with the chan­ 
nel used by the dealers. There was no real 
head to the Wheat-Growers* Association, and 
there was never a clear comprehension of 
what was needed. Hence confidence in the 
success of the Convention was never estab­ 
lished ainoBg its members, and failure was 
the necessary and natural result.

Recollections— 
Old-Time Programmes—Night Husic 
—The Garihaldi Obsequies. 


S an F rancisco, June 14, 1SS2. 
The grand Chinaman with the button on 
his cap who rode in the procession at the 
Garfield funeral here gave me a taste for 
Ciiincse officials. 
He was mummied, old 
and yellowed, and his face was what all 
Chinese faces are—a mask which resolutely 
conceals all trace of feeling or emotiou. 
Yet if ever I saw one of these masks 
thrown off it was on Sunday. 
We had 
been on the Oakland boat, and bad stood 
in pity round a mar), perfectly strange ap­ 
parently to all, who was wet, bloody and 
insensible. 
It was such a eight as one 
stumbles across occasionally where many 
people are massed, and in turning up Mis­ 
sion street we -came upon another scene. 
A Chinese boy, chased by a dozen half­ 
grown hoodlums, ran up the street at his 
greatest speed, and was finally overtaken 
by the swiftest runner, who dealt him blow 
after blow aa he ran. 
CHEERS AN1> SHOUTS 
Came from the pursuers running at greater 
distance, and then suddenly they swayed 
backward as another Chinaman shot into 
view from a cross street. 
He took in the 
situation at once, and that unpenetrable 
mask of stolidity, 
indifference, 
apathy 
which hid hia real face melted away, leav­ 
ing the moat villainous look of hate and 
threatening upon his features. 
“ Come on 
now, do,” he seemed to say, though he 
never moved a muscle as he stood stock 
still in the middle of the street. “ I should 
just like a chance to Btab every one of you 
white cowards to the heart.” 
And then, 
as his enemies slunk away, he took up his 
march again, aud went on with utter in­ 
difference as to the abuse showered upon 
the young boy of his own race. 
He had 
simply cut across the quarrel; that was 
all. 
Having cut through it, he was satis­ 
fied, and had not even sympathy enough 
for his own countryman to throw him a 
glance. 
Jnst as we came from the boat a 
crowd of the rag-tag and bobtail of the 
wharves caught the eye. 


A SLATTERNLY WOMAN, 
With a staring baby upon her hip, stood 
upon tho outskirts, men in rough clothing 
lounged about, and passers-by stopped to 
listen for a moment. 
A woman’s voice at 
high pitch reached cars even at some dis­ 
tance, and I soon perceived an elderly and 
motherly person in the midst, whose fer­ 
vent blesathe-Lords were receiving re­ 
spectful attention. 
It was a gospel meet­ 
ing by the wharves, and the hymn, “ Take 
the Name of Jesus with You,” ro6e by and 
by, its burden chiefly carried by the four 
or fire home missionaries who had the 
work in hand. 
Captain Kentzcl, as round 
and tubby as a hogshead, blinked sleepily 
at 
the 
meeting 
and 
said, 
“ Come, 
now, boy,” very fiercely to a ragamuffin 
newsboy as if to make amends for suffering’a 
g06pel meeting under his very nose. 
It 
was 
that 
very 
same 
mysterious awe 
of the grand Cninaman which led me on 
Monday to the funeral of a mighty man, 
President of one of the Six Chinese Com­ 
panies. 
But Chinatown never smelled so 
vile, never was so crowded, never was so 
dreadful before, and I had not courage 
sufficient to last to the great tent iu which 
the dead man lay. 
But the mourners 
passed after a while, dressed in white, and 
that was far better than seeing nothing. 
Somebody said, too, there was roast pig 
and chicken and rice, and by and by there 
was the long procession of so many backs 
and wagons I grew tired counting. 
Also, 
on the hearse a man dressed in white scat­ 
tered papers abroad by the wholesale, bear­ 
ing 
UNCANNY CHARACTERS, 
Which, to the initiated, extolled the dead 
Leo Poy Foon to the skies. 
Seeing and 
hearing and smelling these thinge, I felt 
that I had learned something of a Chinese 
funeral, though I had not penetrated to its 
center. 
The Garibaldi obsequies were dif­ 
ferent, yet the crowd at the Grand Opera 
House seemed not like home faces either. 
There were too many swarthy skins and 
large dark eyes. 
There was an Italian 
accent to tho audience, as the glance roved 
over it, which, to a thoroughly American 
mind, perhaps presented Garibaldi as a 
Washington done over into Italian. 
The 
singing was by Speranzas; there was a 
Casanova on the stage ; Calegaris delivered 
an oration, and other strange names were 
sprinkled over the programme. 
See how 
romantically their sound lingers in the ear: 
Isola, Giovanni, Rossi, Gallo, Luigi, Giuste, 
Micheietti, Guiseppa, Sbarboro, Campo- 
donico, Francesconi, Fugazzi, Luechitti, 
Cavaletti; and yet the owner of at least one 
of these noble names dispenses groceries, 
another has a popular restaurant, still an­ 
other is in the commission line, and so on. 
But think how small the names of Smith, 
Brown and Jones wonld appear on a pro­ 
gramme beside these so vendetta-like and 
stiletto-suggesting. 
It is a comfort to im­ 
agine that perhaps they may be the 
SMITH, BROWN AND JONES 
Of their country. 
Sometime ago I visited 
the studio of Mr. Mezzara with a lady 
friend, to whom he had kindly given hinta 
on sculpture. 
There was nothing beauti­ 
ful, to me, in the plaster studies, and the 
disorder that lay about everywhere, but I 
very much admired Mr. Mezzara’a way of 
breaking our English into music and the 
gentle manner in which he insinuated that 
the ladv’a work thus far was “ nothing, 
nothing.'' Also, I distinctly remember the 
tall, 
cloaked, 
and drooping-mustached 
bandit who was presented to me by some in­ 
distinct name, and I thought him possessed 
of such an air till, preparatory to departure, 
he drew the stub of a cigar from bis pocket 
as if he intended to smoke it as soon as 
outside. 
That was enough. 
No American 
woman can think any man “ possessed of 
such an air,” who is so economical or so 
poor as to smoke the stnb of a cigar.

met Grace Greenwood once when she was 
enthusiastio over a lady near Chico with a 
gift for sculpture and who utilized a hair­ 
pin in her piaster working. 
Grace Green­ 
wood wa3 then paying a long visit to Cali­ 
fornia, and at one of the church fairs here 
recited Hood’s “ Song of the Shirt,” ap­ 
pearing as a worked-out sewing woman, 
and very well she recited it, too. This was

Of the entertainment. 
A second Euccess

STORIES ABOUT THE QUEEN. 


Some interesting stories are told of the 
early days, when the Queen was obliged to 
sign death-warrants, before she was re­ 
lieved from that odiouB duty, and a sign- 
manual substituted by Act of Parliament. 
On several occasions the Queen may be 
said to have begged off the life of offenders. 
And on one occasion, with a band trembling 
from eagerness and emotion, she WTote 
“ pardoned” across the fatal scroll. 
A 
great degreo of reticence is very properly 
imposed on all connected with the court. 
Her Majesty, on principle, has always 
steadily discouraged anything in the way 
of gossip or trivial conversation respecting 
the affaira of the household. 
So many per­ 
sons are brought into passing, and some­ 
what intimate, connection with royalty, 
that it is obvious that the sanctity of the 
vie intime of the court could not be ob­ 
tained unless such a role were carefully 
observed. 
We remember knowing a lady, 
who was credited with being a private 
correspondent of her Majesty for years, 
from her youth ; but the moat distant al­ 
lusion to this 
interesting circumstance 
never escaped her. 
Others, though not 
quite so reticent, are always guarded and 
careful. 
A draft of a treaty of amity and com­ 
merce was sent out from England to Mada­ 
gascar, and on the margin these words 
were written : “ Queen Victoria asks, as a 
personal favor to herself, that the Queen 
of Madagascar will allow no persecution of 
the Christians." 
A month afterward the 
treaty was signed in Madagascar, with the 
insertion of the following words: 
“ In 
accordance with the wish of Queen Victo­ 
ria, tho Queen of Madagascar engages there 
shall be no persecution of the Christians in 
Madagascar.” 
A pleasant little story went the round of 
Cambridge University illustrative of won­ 
derful old Whewell, who raised himself 
from the position of a sizar to be the blas­ 
ter, and, subsequently, the benefactor of 
his college. 
When the Queen was his 
guest at Trinity Lodge, or rather took pos­ 
session of it iu her own right, the morning 
after her arrival Whewell saluted her with 
friendly but uncourtly warmth. 
“ Good 
morning, yonr Majesty. 
How d’ye do? 
Hope your Majesty slept well. Fine morn­ 
ing.” The Queen returned a gracious an­ 
swer—it would not be in her Majesty’s 
nature to do otherwise—but the lords and 
ladies in attendance were awe-stricken at 
the frightful breach of etiquette that had 
been committed, but of wbich, probably, 
no one thought less than did the Queen 
herself. 
A similar breach of etiquette is related 
by Lord Campbell of Lord Brougham. 
Brougham had quarreled with all the 
world, and, among thereat, he was wrath­ 
ful toward the blameless Prince. 
The 
Prince thought to appease him by asking 
him to dine with the Queen. He went and 
dined, but widened lus breach with the 
Queen by leaving the palace immediately 
alter dinner, instead of going with the rest 
of the gentlemen into the gallery, into 
which the Queen had retired with the 
ladies, and where she is in the habit of con­ 
versing with her guests. 
He afterwards 
tried to make amends by attending the 
Queen’s drawing-room, a condescension he 
had not before practiced since her acces­ 
sion ; but here, again, he was unfortunate 
(although I really believe he wished to be 
civil and respectful) by speaking to the 
Queen ex mero motu as he passed her, and 
telling her that “ he was to cross to Paris 
in a few days, where he should see Louis 
Philippe, and that if her Majesty had any 
letters or messages for the King of the 
French it wonld give him pleasure to have 
the honor of being the bearer of them.” 
Lord Brougham was certainly honored by 
no commission from the Queen on that oc­ 
casion.—[London Society. 


A RECENT VISIT TO AND2RS0NVILLE. 


MECHANICS’ ST0EE. 


Anderson is the name of a station on the 
Southwestern Railroad, about sixty miles 
from Macon. 
It is nothing but a railroad 
statioD, and the only thing that character­ 
izes the spot is the immense Union Ceme­ 
tery of some twenty acres, over whioh 
floats the star-spangled banner. 
The cem­ 
etery is constructed on the spot where the 
prisoners were buried, and the trenches 
were dug with such precision and regular­ 
ity that the soldiers were not generally dis­ 
turbed, but allowed to remain as their 
comrades interred them, working under 
the watchful eyes and the fixed bayonets of 
the Georgia Home Guard. 
The cemetery 
is surrounded by a stout brick wall, with 
an iron gate, and is under the supervision 
of a superintendent, who lives on the 
grounds. 
It is a plain spot. 
There is 
uot much attempt made to ornament 
this city of our martyred dead. 
It 
would 
take a great 
deal 
of 
evzn 
such influences as plants 
and 
flowers 
possess to dispel the melancholy memories 
that haunt this hill in the pine woods of 
South Georgia. Southerners shun the spot, 
but the cemetery is much visited by 
Northern travelers, and the register in 
the superintendent’s lodge contains many 
strange inscriptions besides the names of 
the visitors. 
One lady asks forgiveness of 
God for the murder of her brother, who 
sleeps in the cemetery. 
Occasionally a 
man who was in the stookado turns np 
among the visitors. 
These men, what­ 
ever their natural temper, the superin­ 
tendent says, can almost be distinguished 
by the effect of fear, dread and vivid 
recollection, which come back like a shock 
into their faces as they again stand on 
the now quiet and sunlit scene of their 
war experiences. 
In the cemetery the 
ground is of a general level, and the 
graves of the known and unknown, prop­ 
erly separated, range in rows, closely laid, 
aa far S3 the eje can reach. 
There are ac­ 
tually buried on this elevation 
13,715 
men. 
Tho soldier whose identity was 
preserved by his comrades is marked in his 
resting place by a white marble stone, ris­ 
ing eighteen inches above the ground. 
A 
square marble block with the word “ Un­ 
known ” on it is repeated about one thou­ 
sand times in the cemetery. 
Part of the 
Btoekade is still standing. 
There were two 
rows of trees—one inside the other. 
The 
onter row has fallen down, save a few posts 
here and there, but a large part of the inner 
wall still stands. 
Trees have grown up 
around the old pen, and a thick growth of 
underbrush now covers the site of the 
prison. 
No traces of the famous brook 
that ran through the stcekade remain, nor 
of the wonderful well dug by the prisoners. 
It is all now a mild and peaceful section 
of the country. 
Many of the soldiers in 
the cemetery hare handsome headstones 
lifted to their memory by friends in the 
North, and efforts are frequently made to 
have certain graves “ kept green ” with 
ll iwtrs " aud a Ho ver pot.

HOUSEHOLD 
NOTES. 


A s p a r a o c s S o rr,—Cut the tops from 
about thirty heads of asparagus, about 
half an inch long, and boil the re st; cut 
off all the tender portiona and rub through 
a sieve, adding a little salt ; warm three 
pints of soup stock, add a small lump of 
butter aud a teaspoonful of flour previously 
cooked by beatiDg the butter and slowly 
stirring in the flour ; then add the aspara­ 
gus pulp. 
Boil slowly a quarter of an 
hour, stirring in two or three tablespoon­ 
fuls of cream ; color the soup with a tea­ 
spoonful of prepared spinach, made by 
pounding the spinach well, adding a few 
drops of water, squeezing the juice through 
a cloth and putting it over a good fire. As 
soon as it looks curdy, take it off and strain 
the liquor through a sieve. 
W hat remains 
on the sieve is to be used for coloring the 
soup. 
Ju st before serving the aoup, add 
the asparagus tops which have been sep­ 
arately boiled. 
Devilled Crabs.—P ick the meat from 
a boiled crab (or use the prepared meat in 
cans) and cat in fine bits, add one-tbird as 
much bread-crumbs, two or three chopped 
hard-boiled eggs, and lemon juice ; season 
with pepper, salt, and add cream enough 
to moisten w ell; clean the shells nicely 
and fill with the mixture (the shells can 
usually be bought with the canned meat) ; 
sprinkle over with bread crumbs and small 
bits of butter, and brown in a pretty quick 
oven. 
Serve hot. 
Boiled T ongue —W ash clesu and put 
in a kettle of boiling water. 
Skim well at 
first, and place where it will slowly but 
constantly boil. Too rapid boiling hardens 
the fibrine and renders the meat bard and 
tasteless, without really hastening the pro­ 
cess of cooking. 
A pod of red pepper in 
the water will prevent the unpleasant odor 
of boiling from tilling the houBe. 
Add half 
a pint of salt, and keep the tongne covered 
with water until done. 
Boil until it can be 
pierced easily with a fork, take out, aud if 
needed for present use take off the skin and 
set away to cool; if to be kept for some 
days do not peel until wanted for table. 
Chile Sauce.—'T welve large, ripe toma­ 
toes, four ripe or three green peppers, two 
onione, two tahlcspooofuls salt, two of 
sugar, or e of cinnamon, toree cups vine­ 
gar ; peel tomatoes and onions, chop (sep­ 
arately ) very fine, add the peppers (chopped) 
with the other ingredients, and boil one 
and a half hours. 
Bottle, and it will 
keep a long time. 
Stone jugs are better 
than glass cans. 
One quart of canned to­ 
matoes may ha used instead of the ripe 
ones. 
This Chile sanee is excellent and 
much better aud more healthful than 
catsup. 
P erfection Ca ke. —Three cups of sugar, 
one of butter, one of milk, three of flour, 
one of corn Btarch, whites of twelve eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth, two teaspoonfuls of 
cream tartar in the flour aud one of soda 
in half the milk ; dissolve the corn starch 
in the rest of the milk and add it to the 
sugar and buttei well beaten together; 
then the milk and soda and the flour and 
whites of eggs. 
This cake comes nearer 
perfection than any other yet discovered. 
R oast Loin of V eal.—Wash and rnb 
thoroughly with salt and pepper, leaving 
in the kidney, around which put plenty of 
s a lt; roll up, let stand two hours ; in the 
meantime make dressing of bread crumbs, 
salt, pepper and chopped parsley or thyme, 
moistened with a litile hot water and but­ 
ter—some prefer chopped salt pork—also 
add an egg. Unroll the veal, put the dress­ 
ing well aruu^i t'^h-iduey, fold and secure 
well with E #rcril'yards of white cotton 
twine, covering the meat in all directions ; 
place in the dripping-pan with the thick 
side down, put to bake in a rather hot oven, 
graduating it to moderate heat afterward ;

The railroad bridge across Clarke’s Fork 
of the Columbia will rest on four crib- 
piers, built of heavy timbers and filled 
with rock, each crib being about 30 feet 
high above the bottom. 
They are set 165 
feet apart. 
It will be a Howe truss, 825 
feet long, with approaches from each side, 
built ou trestles several hundred feet long. 
The bridge is at an elevation of 2,097 feet 
above the sea. 
The lumber for the Howe 
trusses for the bridge is shipped up from 
Portland, the timber growing in that region 
not being suitable for bridge purposes. 
Twenty-four entries were made at the 
Government Land Office in Walla W alla 
on the 5th. 
The officers report the busi­ 
ness of the past three months extraordi­ 
narily active.

A correspondent, speaking of the timber 
in the Samiah country, says ; “ Muchgood 
timber is pissed through in reaching the 
south branch, but nothing like that grow­ 
ing on the benches of the mountains bor­ 
dering both aides of the valley. 
I thought 
I had seen good timber before, but had 
never imagined anything equaling this. 
Cedars 100 feet or more without a knot or 
lim b; firs from 150 to 200 feet as clear as 
a quill, and standing so thickly that the 
light of the sun seldom reaches the ground 
in places, covering all the benches, bench 
after bench, mile after mile, even to the 
very summit of the mountain, and contin­ 
uing ou around the head of the valley.” 
A land slide took place on the summit of 
Mt. Emily on Wednesday. 
About four 
acres of ground was torn loose and depos­ 
ited on the bench below. 
Immediately af­ 
ter the Blide occurred a large volume of 
water began pouring over the precipice, 
and onr informant says the size of the 
stream has not diminished np to this time, 
and is depositing a large amount of debris 
npon the fields located at the foot of the 
mountain. 
I t is the supposition that the 
land-slide was the east bank of a large 
lake on the top of the mountain. 
Men are 
now at work endeavoring to turn the water 
into a natural chancel ami prevent its do­ 
ing more damage to the foothill farms — 
[La Grande Record.

of O.cas, otherwise known as Coal I’oint, 
facing the Gulf of Georgia, is a delightful, 
opt-u, grassy promontory, covered with 
hardwood trees. Mount C mctitution, 2,430 
feet in hight, overlooks all the kingdoms in 
this part of the world. B-tween its water­ 
falls and lakes, its mountain sheep pasture, 
scenery, bays, ledges of lime rock, felsite 
iron and silver ore, its coons, deer and 
other gama, Oreas Island is likely to be­ 
come a favorite stopping place for tourists. 
Its Government, agricultural and timber 
lands are cot yet entirely taken, and some 
very good improved farms in the valleys at 
the present time can be bought very rea­ 
sonably.—[Anacortes Enterprise.

THE CITRUS FAIR AT NATIONAL CITT 


Oa the 30th of March the Recokd-Uwion 
published so interestiiig letter from its spe­ 
cial correspondent, g:rinc an accMint of the 
Second Annual Citrus Fidr held at National 
City, Saa P'.ego county, on the 15*h and 16;h 
of March. The fair ^as held under the aus­ 
pices of National Grange Patron» of Hus­ 
bandry. Tai» morning wo present an excel­ 
lent view of the bal! in which the fair was 
held. It was engraved from a photograph, 
and the work was done to the special order 
of the Record-U.»ion. 
CITRUS FRUITS 
Have been gr^wn iu Sad Diego for more than 
100 years, but it has not been until 
within the pant dozen years that they 
have been really cultivated. Within that 
ahort period, however, it has been successfully- 


demonstrated that there is scarcely a limit to 
their production, either in quantity or qual- 
i y, and the vast *' back country,” which was 
supposed to be fitted only for the growth of the 
sagebrush and the cactns, has developed into 
the finest cf fruit lands, the productof which 
rivals that of any country. 
THE FAIR 
Above illustrated brought these products, 
grown as they were iu all kinds of localities, 
from close to the sea shore bsck to the shel­ 
tered nooks of the foothills, prominently into 
notice, and the Eastern visitors were aston­ 
ished at the possibilities of the near future in 
this direction. The building used for the dis­ 
play was well arranged, and all the space 
utilized. There were six tables aeróse the 
hall, wide enough to set six large plates, and 
about twenty feet long, leaving space between 
and at either end for visitors. Thtse tables 


were filled, the fruit being built up in pyra­ 
mids as high as they c:uld be made to stand, 
while over each table and all around the hall 
were suspended clusters of oranges and lem­ 
ons, containing from half a dozen to twenty- 
five or thirty each. 
PREMIUMS 
For oranges were offered for the best Navel, 
Mediterranean Sweet, Malta Blood and St. 
Michaels, and these were all represented, to­ 
gether with the following named varieties : 
Bergamot, Mandarin, Aihen’s Best, Wolf­ 
skin's Best, Swan’s Late, Phipp’s Early, 
Phipp’s Nonpareil, Pacific Rural, Cincinnati, 
Wilson’s Beet, Texas Pacific, Cleveland, Ko- 
nab, Nelson's Queen and Louisiana, while 
there were twenty or more different varieties 
of seedlings. The display of lemons was not 
as large as that of oraugee. Two of the ex- 
Hbits, Swan’s “ Olvia” and Higgins’ “ Bon- 


Die Brae,” were equal to the beet imported 
Sicily. There r a > email display oí limes, 
a fair exhibit of apples, a good display of 
canned fruite, figs, grape* and olives, and of 
guava and other jelllee. 
THE RAISIN DISPLAY 
Was very good, and no better raisin* have 
ever been exhibited than seen at this fair. 
There were shown also bearing olive and 
citron tree*, loquats, guava*, banana*, slm 
onds, Zante enrranta and fig* dried; a fine 
lot of vegetables, wine, oranges, etc. Among 
the decoration* of the hall was a large basket 
made of raw cotton which wu raised and 
prepared by Mrs. Kimball, of National City, 
A display of cotton is shown in cur cat. Al­ 
together the display was a credit to the 
energy and perseverance cf the few who in­ 
augurated it, and will prove a benefit to the 
whole county.

N rw Y o r k, Jane 9, 1882. 
Summer has come this year, according to 
the almanac, beginning as it ought to do 
in Jane, instead of in May, as is its wont 
in this vicinity. It has been, thns far, a 
very comfortable season, the merenry not 
having risen above 85°, with cool morniDgs 
and evening*. But the temperature is 
steadily rising; it will not be long before 
the thermometer will be ranging daily from 
70° to 90° and upwards, and snch of ns as 
remain in town will be declaring that ao 
hot a aeason was never before known in 
New York. Despite the moderate weather, 
there has not been for years suoh a 
SUMMEKISH API’KARANl'K IN THINUS 
So early in June. Half the persons one 
knows seem to have gone away—either to 
Europe or the country. Any number of 
residences in Fifth, Madison and Park 
avenues, and in the fashionable blocks of 
the cross streets, are closed, not a few 
having the doors and windows boarded np ; 
and the servante left behind are receiving 
company after dark in the basement areas 
or on the front stoops. Some parts of the 
modish quarter are nearly deserted, and 
those still occupied look dull and forlorn. 
Neither the drawing-rooms nor the upper 
rooms are lighted, because nobody expects 
visitors after the end of May, and prepara­ 
tions for early departure are active iu the 
rear of the house. The streets, thronged 
as they may still seem to a stranger, have 
lo*t their crowded aspect—an August d a 11 - 
ness has settled upon them. The restless, 
rapid, Msnhattanese movement has meas­ 
urably '.abated ; the hurry and drive of 
commercial centers is but seldom visible. 
The average citizen appears to be taking 
things leisurely, which is not bis wont. 
Business, both retail and wholesale, is 
rather sluggish. The region around Han­ 
over square and the Produce Exchange, 
Broadway, Fourteenth street amd Sixth 
avenuo has a somewhat sleepy air. Even 
the Stock Exchange, ordinarily roaring and 
bustling, irrespective of season, is quiet ; 
the army of brokers and speculators smoke 
and yawn and complain, and complain and 
smoke and yawn, the whole day through. 
Wall street has been dnll for eight months, 
but never sn dull as during the last lew 
wteks. Oa some recent days, the entire 
sa’es bave not reached 150.000 shares—not 
much more than a third of what they 
nsually are. The very beat stocks, and reg­ 
ularly dividend-paying securities, effected 
by the general list, are quoted from 5 to 10 
per cent, below their real worth. All at­ 
tempts to operate for a rise come to naught. 
The market may move npward in the 
morning, but it declines in the afternoon. 
There may be an advance at the close, 
though there is a lack of sustainment at 
the opening the next day. The hulls have 
been for months anil continue to be 
IN TIIE DOI.EFtTL DUMPS. 
The bears have it all their own way. 
“*What is the matter with everything?” 
asked a disheartened bull the other day. 
“ Ordinarily any shrewd man who knows 
the street can make a few hundred dollars 
before dinner any day. But now it’s 
blank hard for the sharpest of us to pay 
current expenses in Broad street. I never 
knew such a time. It’s enough to make a 
fellow feel that the bottom’s fallen out of 
New Y’ork.” Tne matter is, as everybody 
ooght to know, the uncertainty of the 
crops. Oa this subject, reading the news­ 
papers is of small advantage. They fur­ 
nish plenty of information, but of a con­ 
tradictory character. Oae reads in the 
morning journals that cotton is very seri­ 
ously damaged, and in the evening jour­ 
nals that the damage is slight. One dis­ 
patch tells you that wheat has sustained 
irreparable injury ; another that the crop 
will be fully an average. An excellent 
authority assures the public that corn 
will not yield more than 60 to 70 per cent, 
of last year’s yield; another authority, also 
excellent, asseverates that corn has been 
hurt very little. The crops of the country 
have been ruined and prosperous, since the 
last of April, at least twenty times. Just 
now they are being saved once more by 
the warm, favorable weather ; but to-mor­ 
row they may be well nigh destroyed 
again. If it should be ascertained that the 
crops would be fine, stocks would go up, 
and the bears wonld go down. Business, 
wholesale and retail, would revive ; the 
high price of meats, household products 
and other necessaries wonld decline; the 
labor troubles would be settled; the me­ 
tropolis wonld be busy again, for she 
naturally reflects the Republic at large. 
We see how closely the whole people are 
nnited when the condition of the crops of 
the country affect the common laborer as 
well as the millionaire, the petty trades­ 
man along with the princely merchant.

Wallack's and the Madison Sqnare are 
the sole houses where the regular Beason 
has not ended.

New Yorkers seldom at­ 
tend the theater after the middle of May ■ 


they do not witness the wonderful things 
now prepared for the provincial mind. It 
is at this time that the wcrld-renowned 
actress, Mary Murphy, and the celebrated 
tragedian, Harry HarpBichord, represent 
their favorite characters with a bewilder­ 
ing force of genins. At this time thrilling 
dcw plays are produced, full of blue tire 
and bottled thunder, of red demons and 
ravishing boauty from tho opera-houses of 
Cattaraugus and Schoharie. Trained dogs, 
trick mules, erudite pigs, gifted monkeys, 
“ real ” liona, tigers and dromedaries, are 
introduced on the stage to aesiat the brill­ 
iant comedians and eminent artists in their 
intellectual efforts. Such dramatic per­ 
formances as Gotham may boast of on these 
warm evenings cannot be easily paralleled. 
They are wholly original; they must liter­ 
ally be seen to be appreciated. They form 
as striking a contrast to the regular theatric 
entertainments of the city as it is easy to 
conceive. 
As these summer monstrosities are, as a 
rule, very slenderly patronized, even by 
the rustics who chance to be in town, the 
object of exhibiting them may be rather 
opaque. The object is not to turn them to 
profit here, but to advertise them for the 
country by pretending that they bave been 
eminently snccesaful in the metropolis. 
; What the enterprising managers or players 
' lose in Broadway they hope to more than 
make np in the interior towns. You will 
see Mary Murphy placarded in due time, 
through the West and South, as the sparkling 
artiste who has been pronounced by the 
New York press as one of the very first of 
living actresses. Harry Harpsichord, “ of 
the New York theater*,” will be’proclaimed 
THE RIVAL OF EDWIN BOOTH, 
With Dotices of his admirable portrayals, 
claiming to be from the Tribune, Times 
and Herald, which are spurious, of course. 
Such thrilling plays as the “ Nihilists of 
the Nile,” the “ Dawn of Doomsday," and 
tho “ Mnrderons Mystery of Montrose,” 
will be “ billed” in the provinces as having 
received tbe uiost unqualified approval of 
metropolitan audiences of the most refined 
and intellectual character. Some of the 
beat houses are often leased, in the warm 
months, to nomadic companies, who sub­ 
sequently publish themselves from Wal­ 
laces, Daly’s, or the Union Square, greatly 
to the dissatisfaction of rural play goers 
and tbe injury of the reputation of those 
theaters in the interior. 
Some years since the summer drama en­ 
joyed hera a fair degree of prosperity ; but 
it has not of late. Very few of the houses 
are justified by their business in keeping 
open ; and many who attempt it are obliged 
to surrenderin the melting weather of July. 
No great number of strangers now apend 
tneir nights iu town. After attending 
to their daily business they hurry off to 
Coney Island, Lrng Branch, Seabright, 
Deal Beach. Red Bauk, Long Beach, Fire 
Island, or seme other adjacent watering 
places, where they may sleep with comfort 
lulled by the sound of the sea, returning to 
the city only when commeicial duty calls. 
They who would ordinarily compose the 
bulk of the patrons of Manhattan amuse­ 
ments find more congenial recreation else­ 
where. Summer theatricals are always to 
be distrusted. It is very rare that they 
are not shams, disappointments or impo­ 
sitions, and frequently the three combined. 
RICH IN PURSE, BUT TOOR IN SPIRIT. 
Many of the late Moses Taylor’s friends 
and acquaintances are Btill expressing as­ 
tonishment that he should not have left 
a dollar of his fifty millions toward the 
endowment of a public library, music hall, 
art gallery, hospital, or some o'.hi» monu­ 
ment to his memory in his native city, 
where he began a poor boy, and amassed 
his colossal fortnne. It would seem strange, 
if he were not a New Yorker, and if the 
habit of rich New Yotkers had not been, 
from time immemorial—with two or three 
honorable exceptions—to keep every cent 
during life, and1 after death, within their 
imuiedia e family. Moses Taylor, for in­ 
stance, had five children, each of them al­ 
ready wealthy ; yet he divided his estate 
entirely among them—810,000,000 lor 
each. How natural, how almost inevita­ 
ble, it would seem that be should have be­ 
queathed $1,000,000 or $500,000—when 
money could no longer do him any good— 
to some municipal purpose! Mere self­ 
love, one might think, would have prompted 
such degree of generosity. Rich men, 
especially the self-made, are generally very 
vain. Why don’t they, then, perform some 
public-spirited act in behalf of their own 
vanity, jast as they often cause marble 
Bbafts to be reared above their graves to 
attract attention to their carved names and 
LYING EPITAPHS? 
It is impossible to conjecture ; but it is a 
notorious fact that they don’t. Hardly 
any great millionaire has endowed any­ 
thing here. William B. Astor gripped his 
big purse to the last; so did Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Alexander T. Stewart, Will­ 
iam H. Aspinwall, Peter Goelet, William 
H. Rhinelander, Robert Goelet, George 
Law, Alexander S ^ r t and Moses Taylor ; 
ao, no donbt, will William H. Vanderbilt, 
John Jacob Astor, Jsy Gould, S. L. M. 
Barlow, August Belmont, Horace B. 
Claflin, Russell Sage, E S. Jaffray, Samuel 
J. Tilden, Sidney Dillon, A. A. Low, 
Cyrus W. Field and all the rest. 
The 
financial 
atmosphere of 
New 
York appears to have a heart-hardening 
power, a soul-narrowing influence. The 
only rich Manhattanese we have any cause 
to remember with gratitude are old John 
Jacob Astor, Peter Cooper and James 
Lenox. They had some benevolence, some 
desire to do something for the community 
that had doDe so much for them. New 
York ought to have at |least $100,000.000 
in buildings and in funds bequeathed to 
her by her citizens ; but she has tbe Astor 


Library, the Cooper Union and the Lenox 
Library alone to show for their disinterest­ 
ed munificence. I seriously question if 
any largo city on the globe can exhibit 
such sterility of public-spirited millionaires 
as this prodigiously prosperous city of New 
York. 
THE VANDKRBII.T CORNERS. 
, 
Notwithstanding that Wm. H. Vander­ 
bilt has evinced no partiality for corners in 
Wall street, he is obvionsly fond of them 
in Fifth avenue. He recently gave his 
former house, at the corner of Fortieth 
street, to his daughter, on her marriage 
with Dr. Lenard Webb, son of James 
Watson Webb. He built for himself the 
well-known sumptnons mansion at the 
corner of Fifty-first street, and a twin 
mansion, at the next corner above, for his 
daughters, Mrs. Sloan and Shepherd. He 
is now laying the fcundation of a vory 
large, expensive house for two more of his 
married children at the southwest corner 
of Fifty-fourth street; while his sons Wm. 
K. Vanderbilt and. Cornelius Vanderbilt 
have nearly completed,*! the northwestcor- 
nerof Fifty-second andFifty-eeventh streets, 
two of the most magnificent residences 
in the Rvenue. These eight houses will rep­ 
resent a money valne, when they are all 
finished and furnished, of $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 How many more Fifth-avenue 
corners the Vanderbilts will acquire may 
Dot be foretold. I have heard that Wm. 
H. has offered $600.000 for the block, cast 
side ofjthe avenue,between Fifty-sixth and 
Fifty-seventh streets, but that Robert 
Bonner, of the Ledger, who owns the prop­ 
erty declines to sell. Wm. H. V. is now 
intent, I believe, on baying more corners 
above Fifty-ninth street. He has the 
greatest faith in choice building lots in the 
heart of the city, thinking that nobody I 
can tell what enormous prices they will 
bring within twenty-five years. He pur­ 
chases them whenever and wherever he 
can.

D. Appleton k Co.’s book publishing es­ 
tablishment stands, very aptly, on the site 
of the former private residence of Dr. 
John W. Francis, for morwlhan a genera­ 
tion a distinguished medical and literary 
authority in this city, where he was born. 
Bond street was then one of the most fash­ 
ionable quarters, and Francis gave literary 
and social receptions at his home, and ex­ 
ercised a generous and elegant hospitality. 
His “ Old New York, or Reminiscences of 
the Past Sixty Years," published shortly 
before his death, is fall of interest and 
piquancy. 
It is pleasant to learn, as I do by acci­ 
dent, that the proprietors of the Boston 
Advertiser have recently made up a fund 
of $30,000 for the widow of Delano A. 
Goddard, late chief editor of the paper, 
who, naturally, died poor after many 
years of faithful service. 
Many of the Union Club members are 
still in commotion about Loubat’s expul­ 
sion, and hardly know what action to take.

resources of the Russian idiom, “ which as 
I am informed,” observed the Professor, 
“ enjoys exceptional endowments in the 
way of bAd language.” The amazing re­ 
quest having been complied with, Dr. 
Gruber forthwith addressed himself to 
learning off by rote, one after another, the 
horrible imprecations and revolting epithets 
chalked up for his special edification. 
While he was thus engaged, the President 
of tbe College entered tbe room, and hear­ 
ing Gruber muttering the most awful 
blasphemies, ventured to inquire “ what 
might be his object in enriching his Rus­ 
sian vocabulary with so manv unscientific 
terms?” “ It is higk time,” replied the 
Professor, “ that I should leans now to 
swear in yonr expressive tongne. I mast 
acquire these words in order that I may be 
able to let my anatomical assistants know 
what I think of them.

WHITEWASH AND CALCIMINING, 
For whitewash : Slack one peck of lime, 
and while hot and at the thickness of 
cream, add a pint of linseed oil and a 
quarter pound of dissolved glue. Let it 
stand half a day before using. This, for 
interior walls is far superior to simple 
lime and water. It is also first-rate tor 
out-door work, though expensive. 
For 
buildings, fences, etc., slack clean, white, 
fresh lime under water ; add a pound of 
snlphate of zinc to every peck of lime, 
zdu a half pound of salt. 
The addition 
of yellow ochre will make it a cream 
color ; umber gives it a fawn color ; lamp­ 
black a gray shade. These coloring in­ 
gredients are not expensive. The lamp­ 
black should be dissolved in vinegar before 
mixing in. 
For calcimining : Boy tho best bleached 
glue, if the walls are to be white or some 
light tint (if dark it is immaterial, so the 
glue is clean), and use it in the proportion 
of a quarter of a pound to eight pounds of 
whiting. Soak the glne over night; in the 
morning pour off the water, as it simply 
swells while soaking. Add fresh water, 
put it in a pail and set that in a kettle of 
boiling water. When dissolved, stir it 
into the whitiog, adding enough water to 
make it, after mixing, of the same consist­ 
ency of whitewash. It may be tinted any 
color, and is applied with a whitewash 
brush. If the color is rubbed smooth in a 
little water and then mixed with the wash 
it will be more even. If the walls have 
been previously whitewashed, scrape away 
all that will come off and wash with a 
solution of white vitriol—two ounces in a 
pail of water. The vitriol will be decom­ 
posed, forming zinc white and plaster of 
Paris, to which calcimine easily adheres. 
It is important to dissolve the glne in a 
bot-water bath, for if scorched by too 
great heit its tenacity is impaired or de­ 
stroyed.

It is singls-breasted, closing up with a row of email bullet-shaped crochet 
or metal buttons, and finished with a narrow standing collar, to be worn with e 
narrow standing linen collar, which is doted with plain gold bntton, or with a 
button set with a diamond. Latterly three rows of email buttons appear on 
the front of the jacket, and buttons garnish the back and the cloeely-fitted cost 
sleeve; a stylish model showing sleeves with the upper hell overlapping the 
under half in the outside seam, and closing np to the elbow with buttons very 
thickly set. This style of dressmaking varies that which has the military fin­ 
ish, of cords and frogs, or strips of braid as garnishing. Tbe hat, with the cos­ 
tume mentioned, has the brim faced with velvet and edged with a finger-puff of 
velvet, and for trimmiDg a montura of two long plumes for the left side, and a 
succession of nodding tips on the right side. In the box was laid also a garland 
of ox-eye daisies, to be pinned on, instead of the feathers, for wear at the sea­ 
side. 


Tacking forms the other ornamentation of many of the most pleasing of 
the summer costumes. It is particularly neat and effective on 
the 
aemi-diaphanoua 
and 
the 
thin 
muslin 
materials, whether 
of cotton, woolen or silk textora, and is used also on the heaviest 
camel’e-hair tissues and the flannels. Our friends on tbe western coast 
will doubtless recollect mention of an imported white French mull coetnme, 
made with the fall round gathered skirt, showing wide tucks from the foot to 
the belt, and the shirred round waist. Late costumes are edged at the bottom 
with a narrow pleating, and are tucked from the foot to the top, the tucks being 
about two inche* wide, leaving spaces irom one to two inches wide, and there is 
no extraneous drapery. Or, the tucking extends up the front about two-thirds 
its depth, with a short apron draped above, and np the entire back breadths ; 
or, the front is tucked to the top, and over the back falls a short bouffant 
drapery—a style which is approved for a lady of alender figore. For dresses 
with the tocked skirt, the oassquio jacket is divided in favor with the pointed 
waist with pannier* attacked; and there is a penchant for panniers which is 
difficult to overcome, and which must prevail in the making np of all thin ma­ 
terials as long as panniers are the will of the mode. 


Hats and bonnets of pale tints, or oí evening colors, for summer, have come 
out in tbe wake of tbe headdresses in the strong colors for the spring ; and the 
large bonnets are contesting favor with the large bats. Montare* of plumes 
and tips, garlands and montares of flowers, and lace, constitute the trimming of 
tbe tinted hats and bonnets. These tinted headdresses are extremely popular 
for the toilet of the carriage-drive; and it would be difficult to conceive of a 
more dainty or a more elegant dress for the pnrp ¡se than one of nun’s veiling of 
the tint of the bonnet or hat, the robe and the headdress trimmed with lace of 
the same pattern ; or a costume of black faille or silk gren­ 
adine and watered silk in combination, 
with the bonnet or 
the hat in shell-pink, ceil-blue, pale straw or pale corn color. 
The effect is almost iodeecribably charming and refined. An ontfit, that will 
eerve to give an idea of the fancy of the moment, comprises a costume of watered 
silk and satin-finished faille—the skirt of the former laid in wide kilt plaits, and 
the drapery and waist of the latter with Oiientai lace in a fichn and sleeve 
finish. The hat, of English split straw cf fine quality, is of pile straw color, 
faced with fluted Oriental lace, and trimmed with lace and two full white 
plumes, tipped at the ends, abont fire inches, with stone color; and pinmee so 
colored are succeeding shaded plumes. A second coaching toilet shows a cos­ 
tume of black watered silk and plain Hack tilk grenadine, in combination with 
a large bonnet of shell-pink French chip, trimmed with laoe and a garland of 
primroees; and a third coaching toilet has the coetnme of del-blue nun’s veiling, 
trimmed with lace, and a blue straw hat, trimmed with lace and a girl >nd of 
white lilac blonsoms. 


Lace Is still much used in the ncck drees ; and fichu, collrrettes and jabots 
are at hand for dress, when tbe robe is not garnished with lace. Oriental 
lace has, to a very great extent, supplanted the Breton variety for the purposes 
referred to, while there is nothing more fashionable or'Ai^^p^prored in the 
fi-hu than the lace in a design of large embroidered spots—the spot* form half 
an inch to an inch in diameter. The fichn is made of a square of tbe net, with 
two opposite corner* rounded off, trimmed with spotted or dotted edging lace to 
match the net, and worn knotted in the front, or clasped close at tbe throat with 
a brooch!; a double jabot of edging lace finishes tbe fichn..
